The delegates to the 
Women's International Conference, in 
gession here, are greatly wrought up 
over the idea that anyone has found 
woman’s work unsatisfactory. 

Said Mme. Isabella Bogelot, head of 
the French section of the conference, 
addressing her sisters:

DREYFUS, FRENCH 
MARTYR, AND WIFE 
ARE ESTRANGED 


She Does Not- Notice Him in 
Courtroom, Where Hear- 
ing Is On,

PARIS, June 23.—The enduring and in- 


tense interest in the ‘Dreyfus affair’’ is 
again proved by the fact that the Pal- 
ace ot Justice, where the Dreyfus re- 
vision proceedings are going on, is al- 
Ways crowded to suffocation by the 
highest in society, in art and in letters, 
who consider themselves fortunate to 
ger in. This, despite the attractions of 
the greatest week in Paris social year 
and the melodramatic. debate going on 
in the Chamber of Deputies between 
Interior Minister Clemenceau and 
Jaures, leader of the Socialist deputies, 

In intervals of listening absorbedly to 
Nthe lawyers, the throng at the Dreyfus 
hearing whispers that Capt. Dreyfus and 
his wife afte estranged. 

Mme, Dreyfus has been in court twice. 
But she comes and goes without speak- 
ing -to her hsuband; without ¢ven notic- 
ing him. 

Dreyfus has been as if carved out of 
marble during this last effort of his 
friends to clear his reputation. 

Many persons have not recognized him 
in the courtroom, as he has grown a 
beard and dresses like a gentleman from 
the. provinces. Now, a8 throughout 
every phase of the affair, his cultivated 
and retiring manners contrast with the 
self-assertion of his enemies. 

There is‘ little doubt, it. is thought 
now, that the verdict of the French su- 
preme Court will nullify the ‘Rennes’ 
Courtmartial decision against Dreyfus. 
For the charges of vitiated evidence be- 
fore the courtmartial and of prejpdice 
by such witnesses as Gens. Mercier and 
Roget, who insisted upon swearing to 
their belief in mere hearsay, seem ‘o 
have been proved to the’Court’s entire 
satisfaction. Much of the evidence that 
condemned Dreyfus is said to be value- 
less technicaliy. 

The important question now is: Will 
this court send Dreyfus before another 
ecourtmartial? His lawyer naturally in- 
sists that the Court must do so to vin- 
dicate his client once and for all 

If this Court so desires, it can annul 
the courtmartial’s verdict without or- 
dering a third trial. This course would 
dissatisfy many persons on either side 
of the controversy. But it is beMeved 
that, to prevent: possible scenes like 
those of seven years ago, Capt. Dreyfus 
will not be required to face another 
courtmartial. 

Maitre Labori, Dreyfus’ old friend and 
lawyer, says this court can put such a 
rider on the decision as % effectively 
c‘ear the Captain’s character and do 
away with any necessity for another 
trial. J

LONDON, June 23.—The ed@tors of 
Germany's leading newspapers of all 
shades of politics are guests in London 
this week of British editors in further- 
ance of the movement started by W. T. 
Stead to bring about an understanding 
with Germany. The only London papers 
hoiding aloof from the celebrations are 
the Times and Daily Mail, both of 
whicn are noted for their consistent 
anti-German editorials. 

The German editors were entertained 
at a dinner in the Whitehall rooms, 
when speeches breathing the most cor- 
dial spirit of good will were exchanged, 
and writing calculated to inflame inter- 
national feeling were depreciated. 

Dr. Edward Barth, editor of Die Na- 
tion of Berlin, one of Germany's most 
influential publicists, declared: *“Mili- 
tary disarmament is good, but it never 
will be attained until after the press Is 


isarmed.”’ 
: London this summer is indeed the cen- 
ter of the movement for promoting in- 
ternational good will. First came the 
French, and now the German guests. 
Next comes the Interparliamentary 
Peave Conference, to be held in West- 
minister late in July, which delegates 
from every existing Parliament, includ- 
ing the Russian Duma, will discuss 
measures for advancing the cause of 
universal peace. The royal gallery of 
the House of Lords, a vast and noble 
apartment ,will be fitted up as the 
meeting place of this world’s parlia- 
ment, and the delegates will be enter- 
tained at a grand luncheon in historic 
Westminiser Hall, when upward of 800 
are expected to sit down. 

The setback given to jingoism in the 
last election makes this movement for 
peace a reality in this country.

When Durnovo saw his inability 
to catch my husband, he made an in- 
trigue whereby the revolutionists were 
made to helieve that he was a spy for 
the Government, and thereby the au- 
thorities succeeded in killing him indi- 
rectly.” 


EMPEROR ASKED 
TO THROW UP JOB. 


BUDAPEST, June 23.—The peace 
between Emperor Francis Joseph and 
the Hungarians was short lived and 
now the fight against the aged Em- 
peror is becoming even more intense. 
The Emperor is asked now openly to 
abdicate, and it is said that some of 
his intimate friends advise him that 
this would be the better course, as a 
failure to do so may result in total 
separation of Hungary from Austria.

PARIS, June: 23.—The time is close at 
hand when children will be made im- 
mune to tuberculosis. just as they are 
vaccinated against smallpox now. 

A child will swallow a few dead ba- 
cillia in a cup of hot milk and the thing 
will be done.”’ 

Such is the sensational prophecy and 
Promise made in a communication to 
the Academy of Medicine this week by 
Dr..Calmette, chief of the Tuberculosis 
Hospital in Lyons, brother of Gaston 
Calmette, editor of the Figaro. , The 
doctor says that when his discovery is 


perfected the children treated by his 
method can live next to hopeless cases 
of tuberculosis without the slightest 
danger. 

Meantime efforts continue to check the 
disease, after it manifests itself, by 
ever-new means. The newest ts the 
lime cure recommended by Broardel and 
other scientists. They point out to the 
Academy of Medicine that where tuber- 
culosis attacks healthy lungs the blood 
Slowly isolates the bacilli by gradually 
depositing around them a wall of Hme. 
Then the disease cannot spread. The 
scientists also note that serious cases 
of- tuberculosis are never found in 
regions where much lime is manufac- 
tured. It it now said positively that 
the lime cure .is especially effective 
with patients whose stomachs are 
healthy and who are well fed. It will 
be introduced on a fairly large scale in 
the municipal and state dispensaries 
and the tuberculosis’ hospitals.

The body was ex- 
humed after burial and found to “bear 45 separate 
wounds.” It is charged that these were a result of 
beatings inflicted by her mistress in “managing” 
her. The publication of the story caused great ex- 
citement in Sioux Falls and it is said that the police 
had. difficulty in protecting the woman arrested 
from violence, This public sentiment and the fact 
that such a case seems now almost without prece- 
dent, illustrates a revolutionary change of mind. 
In the eighteenth century it was still supposed to 
be the duty of masters and mistresses to use cor- 
poral punishment as a last resort in regulating 
their servants. The late Marshal Von Moltke, when 
a young man, saw a German “noble” strike a serv- 
ant in the face for failing to bow. The servant thus 
“corrected” was not surprised then. Such conduct 
now would be thought criminal by the whole com- 
munity. Those who think the world is making no 
progress have only to turn back a hundred years or 
so and read history as it was made by methods 
which still survived from the Dark Ages. 


The vote in the Senate for a lock level canal ought 
to settle the question.

The current number of Harper’s Weekly has an 
article full of sweetness and light, on the great ad- 
vantages of not having a million in bonds and se- 
curities. It sets forth with truth and accuracy that 
the best, the greatest, the only genuine rewards and 
prizes offered by nature and civilization are not 


and sensible people who devote their attention to 
what is true, noble and beautiful as earned incre- 
ments of sublime poverty. 

All this ought to be thoroughly digested, down to 
the question it is intended to insert in the gen- 
eral mind. That question, “Why disturb the poor 
millionaires?” Since millionaires are necessary in 
the scheme of things, and since they cannot take 
from poverty the inward and spiritual grace of the 
illimitable wealth of mind and soul, why should 
poverty fret about them and their doings? 
Obviously, sublime poverty should not fret or it 
will cease to be sublime. Obviously, if it comes into 
possession of the celestial wealth to which it is thus 
invited to address its longings and its energies, it 
will be exceedingly sorry for those who have nothing

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THE ISSUES OF THE COOK CASE. 

The unanimity of the expressions of protest by 
citizens of Columbia who heard the evidence in the 
Cook case against the verdict of the jury emphasizes 
the Post-Dispatch’s statement that theverdict raises 
an issue of the deepest import to the people of this 
State. The verdict is denounced as an outrage and 
as a blow at the freedom of the press and at the 
right of the press and of citizens to criticise the con- 
duct of public officials who fail to do their duty. 

President Turner McBaine of the Columbia Ex- 
change National Bank, so far frem assenting to the 
conclusion that the Post-Dispatch should be pull- 
ished for its comments on the Salmon Bank failure, 
said that “the banking fraternity of Missouri owes 
the Post-Dispatch a debt of gratitude for the thor- 
ough manner in which it exposed the iniquitous con- 
ditions relative to the Salmon Bank failure,” and 
atlded that “things have come to a pretty pass in 
this republic of ours if newspapers are barred. from 
expressing their views in regard to the acts of pub- 
lic officials.” 

This is the issue raised by a verdict which punishes 
a newspaper for criticising a public officer who pleads 
ignorance of conditions which brought about, through 
the negligence of his office, widespread ruin among in- 
nocent people, and enriches, at the expense of the 
newspaper, the officer who pleads ignorance as a 
defense against responsibility for the disastrous 
negligence of his office. 

The testimony in the case brought out clearly 
that the Salmon Bank had been insolvent for years; 
that it was wrecked by wild speculation and fraud- 
ulent banking methods, for which one of the bank 
wreckers is in the Penitentiary. It was admitted 
by a subordinate of the Secretary of State that he 
was negligent and failed to do his duty, and that 
if he had done his duty this disastrous bank wreck 
might have been averted. Mr. Cook pleaded ignorance 
of the condition in the bank and of the conditions 
in his office as an excuse for his failure to protect 
the public from the consequences of the iniquitous 
conditions in the bank. Yet the Post-Dispatch was 
punished for directing attention to these conditions 
and for criticising the public officer who, under the 
law, was responsible for them. ) 

What conclusion can be drawn from a verdict of 
this kind, except that a newspaper ought to keep 
silence about such conditions and ought to neglect 
its responsibility and duty to protect the public? 
Of what value would a newspaper which acted 
upon such a conclusion be to the people? 

But, aside from the issue of responsibility of a 
newspaper and its jmperative duty and right to 
call attention to conditions of .this kind and to 
criticise the public offiéers responsible for them, an- 
other issue of importance to the people is suggest- 
ed by the testimony in the Cook case. How shall 
public offices, created to do efficient, service for the 
public, be conducted? 

The evidence brought out in the case showed that 
the office of Secretary of State was conducted in a 
negligent’ manner and without due regard to the in- 
terest of the people of the State. It showed that 
the Secretary of State was ignorant of the con- 
ditions in his office and of the conditions in a bank 
which he was paid to know, to such an extent that 
1400 depositors suffered heavy losses, many losing 
all their savings and fortunes and being reduced to 
penury through the negligence of his subordinates. 
Mr. Cook pleaded ignorance and declared that he did 
not know that the Salmon Bank was insolvent or 
was guilty of improper banking methods, and that 
he accepted current reports concerning it instead of 
obtaining the knowledge which it was within his 
power to obtain and which it was his duty to obtain. 
He did not know that this bank had not been ex- 
amined, after an unfavorable report, for 25 months. 

Mr. C. T. Bunce, bank examiner under Mr. Cook, 
testified that he did not give the Salmon Bank an 
expert examination; that he did not verify the 
statement of the bank officers nor compare its state- 
ment with the statements of other banks with which 
it was doing business. He “merely took the footings 
and accepted the figures thereof as correct.” He 
admitted that he could easily have learned the con- 
dition of the bank, but did not take the time to 
do so. He admitted that if he had obtained the 
information which he could have obtained and dtight 
to have obtained, he would have closed the bank and 
thus have saved hundreds of depositors- from loss. 
Mr. Bunce admitted that in one year—the campaign 
year of 1904—he had spent only 175 days on his 
official work of examining banks, spending a large 
part of his time campaigning for Mr. Cook. He said 
that he had visited six counties in the interest ot 
Mr. Cook’s candidacy. , 

These admissions and confessions, proving igno- 
rance, neglect and the failure to perform imperative 
duties on the part of one Democratic office holder 
and his subordinates, deeply concern the people of 
Missouri. They inevitably, raise the question of the 
kind of service the people have been getting from 
their public servants. This question deeply con- 
cerns the Democratic party, which is accountable for 
service of this kind.

PROGRESS IN FIRE PROTECTION. ° 

It is both interesting and instructive to compare 
fire losses in American cities with cities of England 
and Europe, where fire resistance has been plainly 
recognized as a public necessity for centuries’ past, 
says the Engineering Magazine. In New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, the annual number of fires has 
been steadily incréasing, and in far greater propor- 
tion than the grovth of population. The same con- 
ditions hoki true in London, Berlin and Paris; but 
whereas the total American losses have increased out 
of all proportion to city growth or expansion, fire 
losses in continental cities have not materially in- 
creased. The annual fire loss in Boston is now about 
$150,000,000, while in an average European city of equal 
population the fire loss will be found seldom to range 
over $150,000. And this is in spite of the fact that the 
daily number of fires will be about the same, and in 
spite of the usually marked superiority of the Amerti- 
can fire-fighting facilities. The real reason for the 
difference is to be found in the methods of building 
construction. 

In such cities'as Havre, Rouen, Milan, Rome, Brus- 
sels, Antwerp and Leeds, Sheffield and Bristol in 
England, every fire in the year 1890 was confined to 
the building in which it originated; while in Dresden, 
Florence, Vienna and other cities, every fire was con- 
fined to the floor on which it originated. In Ham- 
burg, out of a total of 682 fires in 1890, 659 were con- 
fined to the floor where they started, 669 to the build- 
ing, while only 10 fires extended to the adjoining 
property. A conflagration, or the extension of fire 
beyond the immediately adjoining property, had not 
been known since 1342. And we must bear in mind 
that many of these results are obtained in spite of 
what Americans would consider the most ridiculous 
fire-fighting facilities. 

PHOTOGRAPHS MADE BY MAGNETS. 

A Government scientist at Washington tells of a 
process of making, with the aid of a magnet, shadow 
photographs resembling those produced by the action 
of the X-rays. Either an electromagnet or a perma- 
nent magnet will answer the purpose. 

Place a key, or other iron or steel object, upon the 
sensitive film of an ordinary photographic plate; then 
bring the poles of the magnet near the other side of 
the plate and keep them there for five minutes or 
more. Upon developing a plate a shadow pfcture of 
the key, or other object, as sharp and well-defined as 
any of the X-ray pictures, will be found upon it. 

By this method only iron or steel, or other para- 
magnetic substances, can be photographed, but if the 
sensitive side of the plate is turned toward the mag- 
netic poles, and a disk of iron nearly as. large as the 
plate is placed on the other side, then shadow pictures 
of any nonmagnetic objects placed upon the sensitive 
film facing the magnet may be obtained.

The operations are, of course, conducted in a dark 
room. 

With an electromagnet capes of lifting a weight 
of 100 pounds, the scientist quoted has made such pic- 
tures thfough two inches of interposed wood. He has 
also obtained shadow pictures with a compound steel 
magnet weighing but little more than a pound. 


GAS FROM Cot COCOANUTS. d 
Gas from cocoanuts is the latest illuminant. The 
coal of the Philippines has been found unsuitable for 
gas-making purposes. The Government,, therefore, 
has been experimenting in the laboratories, and has 
found that a gas of great illuminating power may be 
produced by a very simple method from cocoanut oil. 
The oll is slowly fed into retorts which are already 
red hot. Here it volatilizes very rapidly, leaving a 
small residue of tar. Bulk for bulk, the oil has a 
much greater productiveness in gas than coal, and 
for this reason it is expected that, if the supply can 
be made to meet the demand, it will be greatly used 
all along the Pacific Coast. 


EGYPTIANS USE STEAM PLOWS. 

In many districts in Egypt steam plows are operated 
by native laborers, supervised only occasionally by a 
European mechanic. Those who are acquainted with 
the negligent, clumsy and violent fashion in which 
all new machinery is treated by the native in the 
country districts will realize how much importance is 
attached to solidity of construction in these machines. 
Eventually the importance of plows operated by alco- 
hol motors and capable of heavy work will be pos- 
sible, for alcohol is manufactured on a large scale in 
the neighborhood of Cairo, and spirit suitable for mo- 
tors should in’ the future be obtainable at a low price. 
At the present prices of alcohol in Egypt, however, 
the use of an alcohol motor plow would hardly prove 
any cheaper than a steam plow using coal. 


SEA WATER PRESERVES COAL, ‘ 
They are using the sea as a coal bin in England. 
Eighteen months ago iron crates containing coal were 
sunk in a big basin in the dockyard at Portsmouth. 
At the same time the same quantity of coal carefully 
was stored in the open air at a coaling point and 
sheltered by tarpaulins. At intervals of six months 
two ton samples of each storage have been taken and 
carefully burned. The results have shown conclusive- 
ly that by the submarine storage of coal its calorific 
value steadily increases, while by storage in the open 
air a decided decrease is shown. At naval stations 
in the tropics the decrease in calorific value is great, 
the heat of the sun extracting the light volatile olls. 
The admiralty is satisfied with he physical and finan- 
cial advantages of submarine storage, and has now 
directed that experiments be made to ascertain its 
practicability on a larger scale.

“A Chinese Gentleman” expends Oriental sarcasm 
in the Metropolitan Magazine for July chiefly upon 
“The American Clubwoman,” but also upon our mis- 
sionaries and our aristocracies.

QUIET WHEN NOT DRUNK 





Murdered Man’s Family Will 
Ask Damages If Law Up- 
holds Contention. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 23.—Three suits 
were filed in the District Court this 
morning aggregating $55,000, the plain- 
tiffs being Mrs. Martha Smith, wife of 
Oliver Smith, who was sentenced to 
hang at the April term of the District 
Court for the murder of Thomas Bair 
in a North Texas joint, and her two 
minor children. The defendants are Vin- 
cent Kaczynski, R.'F. Hodgins, Alonzo 
Townsend, Green Watson, John W. 
Gennette, Robert Kneisley, the Topeka 
Ice and ‘Fuel Co., the Schlitz Brewing 
Co. and the Val Blatz Brewing Co. 

The suit is the outgrowth of a drunk- 
en quarrel, in which Smith killed Bair 
in a North Topeka joint by stabbing 
him to death March 2 last. He was tried 
for the murder April 28, and the sen- 
tence, which will deprive him of his liber 
ty for the remainder of his life, as con- 
victed murderers are never hanged in 
Kansas. 

Blames Tragedy on Liquor. 


The petition states that the husband 
of the plaintiff to whom she was mar- 
ried in 1880 had always been a sober 


and industrious man and earned about 
$600 per year, but that owing to the 
existence of joints operated and sup- 
plied with liquors contrary to law by 
the defendants was frequently drunk. 
It is alleged that the crime was com- 
mitted while Smith was drunk on liquor 
purchased from the defendants or t eir 
agents and that they are a, for 
the damages. done by Smit 

Mrs. Smith sues for $15,000 for the loss

father is a felon. 

It igs further set forth in the petition 
of the children that they are deprived 
of the benefits to be derived from at- 
tending school, as it is now necessary 
for them to remain at home and as- 


hood for the family.

Suit Novel in Law. 


The case is the first one of the kind 
ever brought in this county. The story 
in brief of the murder which brought 
about the suit is:

8 case should be decided against 
the defendants a similar suit wilt orob- 
ably be brought by Mrs. Thomas Bair, 
wife of the man who was murdered, as 
the law which covers one case covers 
the other, and then will come the cases 
of her minor children.

KIEL, Germary, June 23.—Gratefully 
remembering Prince Henry's cordial re- 
ception in America, the people of Kiel 
streamed to the railway station in 
thousands today to greet President 
Roosevelt’s daughter Alice and her hus- 
band, Congressman Nicholas Long- 
werth. 

There was no official reception by thie 
German authorities, but there was a 
large force of police who had difficulty 
in restraining the exuberance of the 
cheering crowds, so great was the desire 
of ge i to get a glimpse of 
what they call “the American Prin- 
cess.”’ 

The Longworths traveled from Ham- 
burg in a compartment of a first class 
railway coach. 

Lieut.-Commander William L. How- 
ard, the American naval attache, repre- 
senting the Embassy at Berlin, and 
Frederick W. Whitridge, who was the 
special Ambassador of the United 
States at the wedding of King Alfonso 
and Queen Victoria of Spain, an old 
acquaintance, met them at the station, 
where Mr. and’ Mrs. Longworth were 
escorted toethe imperial -waiting-room 
so as to escape the attention of: the 
crowd. 

They entered a carriage stationed at 
the private entrance, but the specta- 
tors soon try rohingg this, streamed 
around the building and cheered. As 
they drove off a loud voice called out 
in English “‘Welcome to Kiel,” and a 
woman threw a bouquet, which Mrs. 
Longworth: smilingly caught, while Mr. 
Longworth lifted his hat in*acknowledg- 
ment of the gift. 

The traveiers were driven to a small 
hotel standing in the yacht club grounds 
and overlooking the bay. The stars and 
stripes flew from a mast in front of 
the hotel, and the manager tried to get 
a band to play “The Star Soanates 
Banner,”’ but no musicians were avail- 
able. 

Some of the guests of the hotel as- 

sembled upon the veranda and photo- 
graphers were busy from the moment 
Mr. and Mrs. Longwerth came in sight 
until they vanished within the hotel. 
' Mrs. Longworth, wearing a gay travel- 
ing dress and a gray straw hat, made 
what the Germans call ‘Sympathetic 
impression.”” Admiration was express- 
ed on all sides for her hair and the 
way she dressed it up. 

Later in the day Mr. Longworth, ac- 
companied _ by eutenant Commander 
Howard, visited the steamer Hamburg, 
which has been converted into an im- 
perial yacht, wrote his name in Em- 
peror William's book, met several of 
his majesty’s staff and called at the 
residences of Princes Henry and Adal- 
bert of Prussia and on Grand Admiral 
Von Koester. 

In the evening Mr. Longworth dined 
on board the American yacht Utowana 
with Allison V. Armour, its owner, and 
the latter’s guests.

Has Had No Home Since Mother 
Died Four Years 
Ago. 





After making a desperate attempt to 
kill herself by battering her head 
against the stone wall of her cell at the 
County Hospital at Edwardsville, Molly 
Maguire, known to residents of Alton 
as ‘“‘the wild girl,’’ is now locked in 4 
padded room, awaiting an inquiry as to 
her sanity. 

The effort to take her own life fol- 
lowed three attempts to escape from 
the hospital and a-violent outburst of 
anger. on a trolley car while officers 
were taking her from Alton to Ed- 
wardsville. as 

A sad heritage was that of Molly Ma- 

guire. With her father; James Maguire, 
and her mother, Mary, she spent her 
girlhood days in Alton. It was an hum- 
ble family, but happy enough until the 
shadow of a cloud which tad _ been 
hanging over it fell. 
The father, a machinist, was indicted 
on a charge of bigamy. He was arrest- 
@d and released on bond. Though he 
stoutly protested his innocence, he did 
not remain in Alton to face trial. It is 
now seven years since he left his home 
one morning as though to go to work. 
He never returned, 


Helped Support Family. 
The support of the family, in which 
there were four children, depended on 
the efforts of Mrs. Maguire and Molly, 
the oldest daughter. 


Though only 11 years old the girl 
did a woman's share in earning bread 
for the struggling household. Four 
years ago the mother died and the 
family was broken up. The boys 
found homes with kindly persons,’ but 
Mollie steadily refused offers of shel- 
ter and sustenance. 

_ She preferred to work and make 
her own living. Since.the day of her 
mother’s death she has not lived un- 
der a roof.. She has had no place that 
she could call home. 

She has worked for many families 
in Alton, but when her day’s task 
was done she would leave the house 
and strike out into the open. 
Relatives of her father and her 
mother often tried to induce her to 
Hve with them. One of these was 
William Thomas, her uncle, a former 
Alton policeman, and another was 
Mrs. Jeremiah Springer, an aunt, in 
whose barn the “wild girl” was found 
asleep Friday morning. 

For a time she had several places in 
the poorer district of the town where 
she went for lodging. but she rarely 
slept at the same place two nights 
in succession. 


Kven Filed From Children. 


She became more and more silent, 
morose and distrustful of human 
kind, until six weeks ago when she 


took to the life in the woods, which 
gpa her to be known as the ‘wild 
girl.” 

Her ‘‘wildness” was not that of the 
beast of prey, but rather that of the 
hunted kind. She fied at the ap- 
proach of men and women and even’ 
little children. At night wher the 
weather was warm she slept in the 
open, but most often she would 


make her bed on hay or corn husks. 


Her chosen ground was the fringe 
of woods northwest of Alton in a dis- 
trict settled mainly by farmers and 
truek gardeners. 
There she became the wraith of 
the bluffs overlooking the city. By 
moonlight she would be seen among 
the trees or on the lonely country 
roads and children remained indoors 
lest they should meet her.

Texas Labor Organizer Says 
Rural Laborers Are Sad- 
ly Mistreated.

SEEK STANDARD WAGE 





Sharp Demand ‘for Services 
Opens Way for Asser- 
tion of Rights, 


DALLAS, Tex., June 23.—F. V. Har- 
die, former representative of the Build- 
ing Trades Council and labor organizer, 
has announced that a movement is 
on foot for the organization of those 
who are employed on farms. The 
name of the organization is to be the 
United Brotherhood of Rural, Horticul- 
tural and Agricultural Wage Earners 
of America. Mr. Hardie said: 

“It is a fact that such an organiza- 
tion is being perfected and we are re- 
ceiving enthusiastic support and encour- 
agement from. all parts of the State. 
The headquarters of this organization 
will be located at Dallas. 

“This organization in no wise affects 
or militates against the Farmers’ Union 
or any other organization. It simply 
separates the employe from the em- 
ployer and gives the employe a greater 
opportunity to better his condition. 

“The purpose and object is to secure 
to agricultural, horticultural and all 
rural laborers better and more stand- 
ard wages, more uniform hours of labor 
and the protection and elevation of such 
laborers and their families. It is a 
well-known fact that rusgal laborers 
have in all times been the least protect- 
ed of all classes of mankind, despite 
the fact that they are the producers 
of an essential part of the wealth of 
the nation. Their lot is hard, unstable 
and precarious. 

‘The chief cause of this is due to 
lack of organization. We believe that 
this large class of labor will never be 
actually benefited until they form them- 
selves into an independent body, united 
under one head, for the protection and 
elevation of their condition. 

“We have already prepared and adopt- 
ed a temporary constitution, which 
will remain in force until the conven- 
tion meets in Dallas. We are preparing 
to make a vigorous campaign in or- 
ganizing locals and so far we have met 
with flattering success. 

“We propose to thoroughly organize 
the State, and wil? start on the coun- 
ties lying in the black land belt. such. 
as Grayson, Collin, Dallas, Hunt, John- 
son; Ellis and so on. All white men 
over 15 years of age of good moral 
character, who believe in a Supreme 
Being and who are engaged as laborers 
for wages on farms, ranches, nurseries 
or in any other rural or agricultural 
pursult, are eligible to:membership in 
this organization. We believe that this 
is the beginning of one of the most 
significant organizations ever attempted. 
in a very few days We will be abie to 
give out complete information regard- 
ing ourselves.” — 

Throughout North Texas and in the 
Panhanale there Is a great scarvity of 
farm labor. It is reported here on very 
good authority that in many instances 
the farmers are paying $2 a day and 
board. This is the equivalent of about 
$2.75 a day, the mealg and board being 
estimated to be worth 75 cents a day. 
Such wages are drawing many of the 
laborers from the city, and at this time 
when so many imprevements are go- 
ing of here the problem of contractors 
and others is to get enough men.

There are few fireworks fac- 
tories and there is none located as is 
this. 

When the factory buildings 
erected: less than a dozen years ie 
they were surrounded by farms. sine 
land upon which they were built ha 
been part of a farm. - 


Farmer Employes. 
Farmers went to work in the factory 
in the winter, learned the ways of mak- 
ing fireworks and in a number of in- 


stances gave up their farm work to con- 
tinue in the employ of the_ factory. 
Some of them even gave up their farm 
homes and bought lots and built houses 
in the neighborhood of the plant. 

The greater number of the young 
women are the daughters of men who 
are or were farmers, which adds inter- 
est to the fact that these girls, who 
spent the working hours of their chija- 
hood in picking peas, dropping corn, 
weeding onions and the other tasks ot 
country children, are the ones who 
caused the first strike among the girl 
employes of the fireworks factory. 

Powder may have some effect upon 
those who work in it, association with 
numbers may stimulate organization, or 
they may be some things that are in- 
herited from French ancestors who lived 
in troublous times.

PARIS, June 2.—Instructions have 
been sent by M. Clemenceau, Minister 
of the Interior, to the authorities at 
Toulon relative to the stricter supervi- 
sion of the opium clubs and dens in 
that city, which are habitually fre- 
quented by officers and men of the 
French Navy. Since the reception of 
the instructions from Paris several 
“fumeries d’opium” and the shops of 
dealers in the drug have been visited by 
officials of the Board of Health and by 


police superintendents. 

At one fumerie, the oldest {tn Toulon, 
kept by a Mme. Blanche, a large col- 
lection of pots, boxes and pipes was 
seized. Mme. Blanche’s is a rather 
fashionable, place, and men and women 
went there to smoke oplum ané4 to in- 
dulge in the dreams evoked by the sub- 
tle drug. A sailors’ opium den was also 
searched and seizures made. In this 
Dlace the men of the fleet 
women companions were able to regale 
themselves on opium at 3 cents a pipe. 

It is estimated that there are in Tou- 
lon at least 30 private opium smokeries, 
or. fumeries privees, which cannot be 
touched. These places are, it ig said. 
supplied with the drug by naval officers 
returning from the Far East. All the 
persons at whose places opium was 
seized are to be prosecuted under the 
law relative to the sale of noxious sub-

He sojd his Standard Oil stock 
for $30,000 and took Mrs. Diglow to 
Bakersville, Cal.,"’ she testified. “I fol- 
lowed three years ago and found them 
living there in a fine style with three 
servants. My husband had bought the 
woman $1000 worth of diamonds. I at- 
tached these.”’ 

Dr. John C. Hallock testified that 
Clarke told him 11 years ago of a beau- 
tiful woman he had met on a street 
car. He was enraptured over her. 
When she was ill he sent the doctor to 
treat her. 

“I tried to break up the love affair,” 
said the doctor. ‘Clarke acknowledged 
he had gone wrong and said he would 
never see Mrs. Diglow again, but his 
promise did not last long. 

Shortly after I treated her, her hus- 
band committed suicide.”

Tuesday, Clarke did not appear in court 
but may send depositions from Call- 
farnia.

CONFERENCE 


Senate Had Fun With the Mea- 
sure and Talk of “Rush- 
ing the Can.” 


PAYMENT OF INSPECTION 





The Feature Upon Which the 
Senators Do Not Agree 
Among Themselves. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 23—After a de- 
lay of a week, the agricultural appropri- 
ation bill, carrying the Wadsworth meat 
inspection provision as a substitute for 
the Beveridge amendment. was taken up 


for further discussion this afternoon. 
Senator Balley took the lead. He called 
attention to the regulation authorizing 
the inspection of all meat products in- 
tended for interstate commerce as a fa- 
tal defect. He said, as now written, the 


provision assumes control of powers be- | 
longing alone to the State, and over: 
which the Federal Government can have | 


no jurisdiction. ; 

The law, to be constitutional, Senator 
Bailey held, must be based on the propo- 
sition that no meat products intended 
for interstate commerce can be admitted 
thereto unless they have been inspected 
according to regulations provided by the 
Government. The packers would then 
accept all the conditions of inspection. 
Otherwise, the Federal authorities can- 
not interfere with the police powers of 
the State over the packing house and 
canning establishments. The regulations 
for inspection should remain virtually 
as they are at present. 

The people of no State, said Mr. Bai- 
ley, are at all interested in the produc- 
tion of meat in Chicago under filthy and 
unsanitary condition so long as the 
meat remains within the State of IIli- 
nois. Whenever the meat is spread out- 
side of Illinois, then the people of other 
States have a direct and vital interest in 
it being clean and wholesome. 

Mr. Bailey said he believed something 
should be done at once to restore con- 
fidence in msat products. Inspection 
regulations cannot be made too drastic. 
The innocent stock raiser should be pro- 
tected. 

Senator Warren defended the stock 
raisers, saying he had no interest in 
the packers. The packers and live stock 
men were always at variance. He fi™a- 
ly believed that every dollar of inspec- 
tion fees would be collected from the 
live stock men. ‘This, he _ said, is a 
monstrous injustice to the poor cattle 
raisers. All agree that inspection is 
necessary, but the Government should 
pay the costs in this as in similar cases, 

The suggestion was made by Mr. Car- 
ter that it is economy for the Govern- 
ment to pay for the inspection, for if it 
were put on the packers they would put 
it on the stock raisers and farmers, and 
in the end it would be put on the con- 
sumers. 

Mr. Beveridge said he would not ask 
Mr. Warren to answer any questions, as 
he was in a hurry to send the bill to 
conference. Mr. Warren said Mr. Bev- 
eridge had done a great work in getting 
the inspection act placed on the agri- 
cultural bill and added: 

“But that was an escapade, an elope- 
ment in the night, if I may say it, with- 
owt any clothes, and he ought not to 
object to having his measure clad in 
the way that was done by the House and 
approved by the President.”’ 

“How about the dates on the cans?’ 
asked Mr. Beveridge. 

‘If the Senator wants an answer to 
that he must withdraw his inferred re- 
quest for me tv hurry through my re- 
marks,’’ said Mr. Warren. He added that 
he was willing to leave to Mr. Beveridge 
the question of figures and dates con- 
cerning which he knew more than he did 
of cattle and cattlemen. Mr. Beveridge 
said again that. he would withdraw his 
question relative to dates on the can 
in the interest of rushing the bill to 
conference. 

“Well, then,” replied the Wyoming 
Senator. ‘I will leave the matter of 
rushing the can to the Senator from 
Indiana. He can rush the can as he 
pleases and I will follow him. I will 
devote my remarks to a discussion of 
the expenses of inspection.”’ 

In reply to a remark by Mr. Nelson 
that it is only the range cattlemen that 
object to paying the cost of inspection, 
Mr. Warren placed in the record a large 
number of telegrams disputing the 
point. He said that the very bill under 
discussion appropriates for the birds of 
the air, protection of fruits, experiment- 
ing in’ fowl raising and everything ex- 
cept cattle. 

“The poor old cow is ilegislated 
against,”’ said Mr. Wafren. “The birds, 
the geese, the turkey, the birds of the 
air do not have to pay for inspection 
because they are not a cow. The in- 
spection of miscellaneous insects is pro- 
vided for, and the Government pays 
for it.’ 

“Would you call the packing house 
men miscellaneous insects?’’ asked Mr. 
Nelsen. 

“I will leave that to the Senator,”’ said 
Mr. Warren. “He can not provoke me 
into defending the packers."’ 

Senator Gallinger followed Mr. Warren 
in the interest of a thorough inspection 
of meat products at the expense of the 
packers, 

Senator Hepburn also contended for 
the label dates, and said that carcasses 
Kept in cold storage should be labeled 
as well as canne¢ meat. He said that 
meat degenerates when in cold storage 
and gave an instance within his know!l- 
edge in which 80 men had been sent to 
bed by cating cold-storage beef, 

The motion of Senator Proctor to send 
the bill to conference was then agreed 
to and Messrs, Proctor, Hansbrough and 
Simmons were appointed conferees on 
behalf of the Senate.

COTTON FIELDS 


Arkansas Growers Are Losers 
Through Appearance of 
*. 17-Year Plague. 


‘ Spechil to the Post-Dispatén. 

LITTLE ROCK. Ark., June 23.—Re- 
ports are being received at the Arkansas 
State Department of Agriculture that 
locusts are causing a great deal of dam- 
age to the cotton crop of the State. Ac- 
cording to the reports the pest is gen- 
eral over the State and much damage 
is being done. 

At the State Farm considerable dam- 


age has been done already. Several 
plants have been sent to Buperintendent 
Pitcock, showing the manner in whieh 
the locusts are cutting the plants. The 
plants appear to be healthy in every 
Way except just above the places where 
the locusts have bitten. Small holes 
can be seen in the stalk, and above 
these holes the plan appears to be with- 
ered. ‘The plants were taken up when 
the locusts first appeared, and show 
only the first stages of the damage. 
The report from the State Farm doeg 
not state how general the damage has 
been, but it is not believed all the fields 
of cotton have been attacked, 

Reports from the western portion of 
the State show the locusts are doing 
damage in that section. Near Morrilton 
it is claimed that the damage has been 
done, and it is feared many of the fields 
will be damaked fully half. It is claimed 


at the State House that the appearance 


of the locusts on the cotton plants is 
the first instance on record. In former 
years all damage by pests has been 
done by worms, boll weevil and the like.

Physical -Culture Critic Says 
Modern Girl’s Legs Like 


Sausages as Pictured.

LONDON; June 23.—‘‘The art of today 
does not represent the girl of today,” 
was the criticism of Eustace Miles to 
& correspondent, whom he accompanied 


in an inspection of the paintings in the 
Royal Academy. 

Mr. Miles pointed out in a number of 
pictures anatomical defects which were 
very noticeable to any one interested in | 
physical culture. In “Lotty and Lady’”’ 
he said the arms of Lotty were quite 
out of vroportion, and one hand was 
clumsily depicted. 

“Peresus and Andromeda” showed An- 
dromeda with limbs which were unlike 
those of any human being who ever 
lived. The contours were wrong alto- 
gether, and the lengths and angles of 
the parts of the figure were quite un- 
natural. In “‘Leda’’ Mr. Miles remarked 
that the legs were like great sausages. 
The kneo could hardly be distinguished, 
sO smooth was the curve. : 

The legs of the female figures in the 
“Ballad of Dead Ladies’”’ were also 
podgy, and the child's limbs in “The 
Ever Open. Door’’ were too much like 
suet dumplings. Fault was also found 
with the legs and shoulders of ‘“Or- 
pheus,"” which were’ described feeble. 

Mr. Miles, however, did not find all 
paintings unsatisfactory from.a physi- 
cal point of view. The limbs of the 
children in “A Fairy Tale’ were per- 
fectly drawn, he said, and “Day and 
the Dawn Star’ was a fine anatomical 
study, the curves, indentures, and mus- 
cular display of the figures being quite 
correct and natural. In one or two oth- 
er pictures there was also not much to 
cavil at. 

“On the whole, however, artists rep- 
resent other nature studies better than 
they do man and woman,” concluded 
Mr. Miles. ‘“The ideal human being has 
still to be painted in either sex, and as 
regards woman, the conventional style 
prevents any possibility of her being 
portrayed as she, really is. 

“Athletics. and;many forms of exer- 
cise have made the modern. girl's figure 
different from what it was 20 or 2% 
years ago, but artists still take as their 
models the conventional. forms of. old 
art. We do not see the female type 48 
it is today. 

“The Royal.-Academy is not a na- 
tional institution. If it were, we should 
see exhibited paintings representative 
of the athletic life of the country. In 
cricket, football, golf, racing and other 
sports you get the highest types of phy- 
sical development, and these might well 
be portrayed in an institution to which 
one looks for the best presentments of 
all phases of English life.”’

Supposeg te Be in Mexico. 
The bogus Lord’s present whereabouts 


is unknown. He is supposed to be in 
Mexico, but that igs mere conjecture.

Mr. Hood, in fact, threatened to shoot 
his Lordship, but was dissuaded by his 
daughter. He didn’t attend the wed- 
ding, though. Since the departure of 
his daughter he has not heard a word 
from her. and naturally inclines to the 
belief that something very serious has 
happened, 

‘The Hood. family first learned of the 
activity of Cavandish in the matrimonial! 
field from the police at Fort Worth, 
Tex. They sent a photograph of a man 
they had arrested and whose name was 
given as Lord Douglass, alias Rhodes: 
criminal occupation, bigamy; nativnal- 
ity, Scotch; wart over his left eye, slight 
limp in walk (said by his lordship to 
have been due to a wound received in 
the Boer war). Then there was no 
doubt that Cavandish and the Fort 
Worth lord were one and the same. 

Cavandish appeared in Fort Worth 
in 1904. He went to live in the home 
of Mrs. A. S. Anderson, a wealthy 
widow.

At Mon- 
terey he demanded $700 and her dila- 
monds. When she _ refused he as- 
saulted her and she gave him her 
valuables. 


Heard of in Jall. 


A few months after this Mrs. An- 
derson received letters from him, He 
was in jail at Columbus, Tex., for 
robbing a girl there of $100. Mrs. An- 


derson paid the fine and helped Ca- 
vandish. gain his liberty. He disap- 
peared. Mrs. Anderson began to in- 
vestigate and found that her noble 
spouse has married several women. 
Among them were Miss Gladys Sim- 
mons, of Memphis, Tenn.; Miss Hopps 
of Norfolk, Va.; Mrs. Scott, of South 
Bend, Ind.; Miss Duncan, of Reno, 
Ney. These women wrote Mrs. An- 
derson that her (their) husband had 
threatened them with bodily injury 
when they refused him money. 

At South Bend Cavandish was 
known as Lord Alfred Percival Shol- 
to Scott. He married Miss Belle War- 
ner, of Niles, ten miles from South 
Bend, and soon deserted her. She 
has since obtained a divorce. 

From the reliable accounts received 
since North , Carolina started to 
work he has been a very busy young 
man, and it is not Improbable that 
when the full returns are in he will 
head the record of gentlemanly ad- 
venturers and spurious peers who 
don’t care how often they marry s¢ 
long as it pays.

REFUSED TO SIGN VERDICT 
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JOHN L. DODD. 














MANY PRAISE JUROR DODD | 
FOR NOT SIGNING VERDICT 


By a ‘Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 23.—John L. 
Dodd, one of Boone County's best 
known and most substantial citizens, 
who, with W. H. Cochran of Columbia, 
refused to sign the verdict awarding 
former Secretary of State Sam B. Cook 
judgment for $50,000 in his damage suit 
against the Post-Dispatch, said today 
that practically every person with 
whom he has discussed the matter has 
heartily commended his action. 

Mr. Cook based his suit on an edi- 
torial comment in the Post-Dispatch 
asking why his office had failed to dis- 
cover the precarious condition of the 
Salmon & Salmon Bank prior to its dis- 
astrous failure in June, 190: 

The collapse of the historic Salmon & 
Salmon Bank of Clinton brought finan- 
cial ruin to 1400 persons. Inquiry made 
at the direction of Secretary Swanger, 
Mr. Cook’s successor in office, disclosed 
that the Salmon Bank had been insolvy- 
ent since 1903, but it went without ex- 
amination for a period of 25 months. 
The law requires that every State bank 
be examined at least once a year. The 
Salmon Bank was the only bank in Mis- 
souri that escaped such supervision. 

Mr. Cook sued the Post-Dispatch for 
$100,000. The jury before whom the case 
was tried at Columbia was composed 
exclusively of Democrats. Four-fifths 
of those who heard the testimony, in- 
cluding every banker in Columbia, criti- 
cise the verdict as an outrage upon jus- 
tice. 

“I would rather be plain John Dodd 
than Sam Cook; with his $50,000 judg- 
ment against the Post-Dispatch, after 
the testimony brought out by the de- 
fendant in relation. to the Salmon 
Bank,’’ declared Mr. Dodd, in discussing 
the decision of his 10 associates on the 
jury. Nine votes were. required to make 
the verdict. binding. : 

Cook Should Have Been Punished. 

“But I can't believe this thing is set- 
tled yet,’’ continued Mr. Dodd. ‘In my 
opinion there never was a more justifia- 
ble cause for newspaper criticism than 
that terribly rotten Salmon Bank.

WASHINGTON, June 23. — Short- 
weight ana short-measure canned 
goods can continue to be sold through- 
out the United States, because of the 
adoption by the House of an amend- 
ment proposed by Representative James 
S. Sherman of New York, Chairman of 
the Republican Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee. 

Mr. Sherman led the fight on the floor 
for the canners of the country. The 
committee proposed that only standard 
size cans should be used in the canning 
industry, and that if other size cans 
were used the weight or quantity should 
be plainly marked on the can, jar or 
bottle. Mr. Sherman offered an amend- 
ment to this, substituting the words: 
“If any weight or measure be put on 4 
can, jar, bottle or package, the con- 
tents shall correspond to the weight or 
measure named.”’ 

The canners who do not use the stand- 
ard size cans will continue as they have 
in the past. Under the Sherman amend- 
ment they are not obliged to say what 
the can contains, and consequently 
there will be no necessity for stamping 
on it the weight or quantity it contains. 
They will thus be enabled to go on 
selling short weights and measures as 
heretofore. The representatives of the 
canners have been fighting for this 
amendment ever since the pure food bill 
was reported. 

The advocates of the Sherman amend- 
ment made no secret of the fact that 
they were working in the interests of 
the canners. When the vote was taken 
it was found that more Democrats 
favored the Sherman amendment than 
were opposed to it. The Republicans 
were about equally divided. The vote 
which resulted in the aaoption of the 
Sherman amendment was 112 to 45. 


For Stomachs, Not Purses. 


“This is a pure food bill,’”’ Mr. Sher- 
man said, ‘‘and is not intended to pro- 
tect the pocketbooks of the people, but 
is designed to protect their stomachs. 
is not a question of quantity, but 
quality.” 

This extraordinary argument against 
the pure food bill by Mr. Sherman can 
only be accounted for by his statement 
that he has been in the canning busi- 
ness for 20 years. Then, too, the Sher- 
man Amendment will meet with favor 


among canners all over the country who} 
may be induced to contribute to the ex- | 


penses of the Republican Congressivna! 
Campaign Committee, of which Mr. 
Sherman is the chairman. 

Mr. Sherman said that canned goods 
were not sold by weight or measure 
but by the can, and that people were 
not swindled, as all cans contained ap- 
proximately the same amount accord- 
ing to each size. 

Representative Minn of TIllinois, in 
charge of the Pure Food Bill, showed 
conclusively by the use of measures and 
scales that instead of being three sizes 
of standard cans, numbers 1, 2 and 3, 
supposed to contain one, two and three 
pounds, special sizes of cans wefe man- 
ufactured for the sole purpose of de- 
ceiving buyers. He showed that tn two 
three-pound cans of tomatoes, although 
both cans were apparently of exactly 
the same size, there was a difference 
of nine ounces, and that the can con- 
taining the short weight really weighed 
one and one half ounces more than the 
standard size cans, 

Representatives Grosvenor and Keiffer 
of Ohio, both of whorn have large can- 
ning industries in their districts, sup- 
ported the Sherman amendment.

He 
said Mrs. Kauffman said she had 
thrown it on the Polreis girl to ‘make 
her get up.” #He had carried her up- 
stairs and bandaged her legs, rubbing 
on turpentine at command of his mis- 
tress and applying water and wood 
ashes. 

Feeling runs high against Erickson for 
being a party to this appalling cruelty. 
Former Servants Talk. 

' Why the atrocities were enacted is a 
deep mystery, two former servants in 
the Kauffman household, Anna Jenson 
and Mrs. Oscar Larson, having so far 
supplied the only answer that has been 

offered. 

They aver that Mrs. Kauffman, al- 
ways a woman of violent temper, be- 
comes, when brooding over the death 
of her only daughter, very nervous.

She had been unable to hear 
from Agnes for nine weeks before her 
death, and it is charged Mrs. Kauffman 
forbade the girl to write home after the 
first three weeks of her residence with 
the Katffmans. 

The first tiding the mother. had after 
this long silence were that her daugh- 
ter was dead. 

Tho father, John Polreis, a farmer of 
meager means, loved his daughter, and, 
although he is unable to employ the 
best counsel to aid the State in get- 
ting at the bottom of this strange case, 
finances are not lacking. He is a Cath- 
Olic, and at a Sunday night service 
where the story of the girl's alleged 
wrongs were told, wealthy residents of 
Hutchison County pledged to aid the 
parents with money to the extent of 
$1500. Since then the wardrobe of the 
girl has been examined and the evi- 
dence gained in that way is of such a 
character that the Board of Supervisors 
has decided that, if it is necessary, the 
county will make an appropriation to 
further the cause of justice. 

No case in the criminal annals of Da- 
kota ever created anything like the stir 
caused by the revelations tn this tragic 
affair. It will be watched to the end 
with the greatest interest. 

The Kauffmans came here 25 years 
ago from Nebraska City, Neb., and Mr. 
Kauffman was a personal friend of the 
late J. Sterling Morton, Secretary of 
Agriculture in the Cleveland Cabinet, 
and entertained Mr. Morton here a 
short time before the latter’s demise. 
Mrs. Kauffman, although well liked by 
her friends, has few intimates and, since 
the death of her daughter, has appeared 
morose.

WILL START ON NOV. 1 





First President to Leave United 
States Since Republic 
Was Founded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., 
President Roosevelt has 
visit Panama to make a personal in- 
vestigation of conditions in the canal 
zone and to familiarize himself with 
the United States territory on the 
Isthmus. He will start for Panama 
on Nov. 1, and will go on a naval 
vessel. How long he will remain in 
Panama and on which vessel he will 
zo have not yet been decided. 

It is probable that the President 
will leave the Washington Navy Yard 
on the yacht Mayflower, sail to Old 
Point Comfort, Va., and be transferred 
to one of the large warships and 
make the trip to Panama. It is not 
expected that the President will re- 
main in Panama long, and will re- 
turn here In time to write his next 
annual message to Congress, which 
will convene Dec. 3. 

1c 3 On unwritten law that the 
President shall not leave the limits of 
the country during his term of serv- 
ice, and no President has ever disre- 
garded this unwritten law. President 
De onarelt will leave the territory of 
the United States for the purpose of 
visiting one of its possessions, and 
consequently he will not, in theory, 
leave the country, as he will be on 
board an American vessel and will be 
on American territery when he reach- 
es the canal zone in Panama. 

Whether or not Vice-President Fair- 
banks will be designated to discharge 
the duties of the Chief Executive dur- 
ing President Roosevelt’s absence: is 
a question which has not yet been de- 
cided, but it is probable that this will 
not be done. 

Next May President Roosevelt will 
visit Lansing, Mich., to be present at 
the dedication of "the Agricultural 
College there. He has been invited 
to go to San Francisco next Septem- 
ber to be present at the laying of the 
corner-stone of the Federal Building 
there. The President will not accept 
this invitation if he goes to Panama, 
as he cannot go to both places. He 
has also accepted a number of invi- 
tations to visit the Middle West, but 
it was stated by Secretary Loeb today 
that all those invitations for the Mis- 
sisippi Valley have been accepted 
tentatively, and it is likely that they 
will be declined eventually.

Caulfield’s Nomination for Con- 
gress Opposed by Bogy’s 
Supporters. 


The Republican city and State organ- 
izations were denounced bitterly by 
Chester H. Kern, supporter of a de- 
feated candidate, Benard P. Bogy, in the 
Eleventh District Republican convention, 
which nominated Henry S. Caulfield for 
Congress yesterday. Kern's remarks 
were made in his speech nominating 
Bogy. 

Kern declares that the party in St. 
Louis and Missouri was boss ridden, and 
that he nominated Mr. Bogy to show 
his independence of any faction. 

Caulfield received 64 votes, and was 
nominated on the first ballot. five of the 
nine wards voting solidly for him. The 
‘Twenty-first ward split and gave him 
and Thomas J. Stanton each one vote. 

George W. Davidson received 19 votes, 
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the entire delegation of his home, the 
Seventeenth Ward, and seven from the 
Eighteenth Ward. 

Bogy received six votes each from the 
EKighteenth and Twenty-first Wards. 

Stanton carried the 10 delegates of his 
own, the Twentieth Ward, beside one

Several delegates from Bogy’s ward 
voted no, but the motion was carried. 

Dr. Henry Lloyd, who nominated 
Stanton, criticised Caulfield for not an- 
nouncing his candidacy sooner. Caul- 
field came out Thursday following a con- 
ference with Jeptha D. Howe, chairman 
of the City Central Committee, Thomas 
K. Niedringhaus, chairman of the State 
Committee, and former Judge Franklin 
Ferriss. 

Dr. Lloyd said he had been for Caul- 
field and had asked him to run. “I 
even went to John Becker,” sald Dr. 
Lloyd, “‘and begged him to get Caul- 
field to run. Caulfield wouldn't run. I 
now nominate a man who came out be- 
fore the eleventh hour.”’ 

Caulfield was nominated by Willlam 
T. Findly, who withdrew from the race 
when Caulfield came out. Findly”eulo- 
gized Caulfield so warmly that he did 
not notice he was standing under a leak 
in the roof and received a diminutive 
shower from the morning's rain. 

John Becker called the convention to 
order, Thomas 8. Hauk acting as secre- 
tary. State Senator George W. Riech- 
mann was chairman and Nick A. Polito 
secretary of the convention. 

William Jennings Bryan, tn the reso- 
lutions adopted by the convention, was 
characterized as the “National disaster 
of a discredited party.” The resolutions 
expressed the willingness of the conven- 
tion to welcome home the “Peerless 
leader of Democracy who falled to 
analyze conditions and remedies in 1896 
and 1900, and who was repudiated in 
1904,."" and declared he would not be 
likely to learn wisdom “‘in his declining 
years.” 

City Chairman Howe appeared early 
before the convention was called to 
order. State Chairman Niedringhaus 
followed a few minutes later.

Lost His Arm as Breadwinner 
at the Tender Age of 
Eleven. 





WAS TWICE IMPRISONED 





? ~ Organized Great Land League 
: Movement and Was 
Greatly Loved.

In the long roll of the gallant men 
who have battled for Irish liberty since 
Earl Strongbow and his mail-clad Nor- 
man warriors landed on Irish soil over 
700 years ago, there are few that have 
attained a higher position in the affec- 
tiofis of his race than the noble-minded 
patriot who died in Dublin three weeks 





Michael Davitt was an extraordinary 
man. Mis life was a romance in which 
the: pathetic and the tragic were strong- 
ly blended. Born under happier condi- 
tions, his career—brilliant though it 
was—might have been of far greater 
advantage to humanity. Handicapped 
in early youth by the loss of his right 
arm, nevertheless by the force of an 
indomitable spirit he became the leader 
of his people in the greatest agrarian 
movement recorded in history and lived 
to see the destruction of the system 
which had leveled to the ground his 
humble home and sent him and his fam- 
ily-into exile. 
Michael Davitt’s father—Martin—occu- 
piel a small farm in the village otf 
Straide, about four miles from Foxford, 
a tty little town on the banks of the 
River Moy. . The awful Irish famine 
began in 1846, although its effects were 
only partially felt until the following 
year, 1847. It was in the former year 
that Michael Davitt was born, and five 
ye afterwards his parents were evict- 
ed. because, after having survived the 
tefrors of the famine, they were unable 
to @atisfy the demoniac greed of the 
landlord for rent. . Immediately after 
the eviction the homestead of the Dav- 
-itts was burnt by the agent of the land- 
lord, assisted by the agents of the law. 
‘Whole sections of the country were de- 
populated in Ike manner, and between 


the famine and these fiendish evictions 
the population of Ireland was reduced

They made their way to 
England and settled in the town of 
Hashingden, in Lancashire. The condi- 
tion of the Davitt family at this time 
can easily be imagined when it is stated 
that for months they found shelter in 
a stable. Miss Sabina Davitt, now a 
resident of Washington, D. C., was 
born in this stable.

When Michael was il years old he be- 
gan work in a cotton mill. Within 
three months he was carried to his 
home, his right arm so mangled by 


machinery that it was found necessary 
to amputate it at the shouldeh. Two 
years later he secured a position of er- 
rand boy for the local postmaster, who 
was also engaged in the printing busi- 
ness. Here Michael learned the printing 
trade. Years afterwards, his then em- 
ployer, a Mr. Cockroft, said that 
Michael did more work with his left 
hand than those who had two and that 
he was “the most faithful and industri- 
ous young man he had ever known.’ 

At 17 Michael became a member of 
the Fenian Brotherhood, and at 19 was 
resent at the raid on Chester Castle. 
eing unable to shoulder a rifle at 
Chester, he made himself useful to his 
comrades by carrying ammunition in 4 
handkerchief. At this time he was an 
active propagandist of Fenian princi- 
ples, his chief work being the shipment 
of arms to Ireland. But as usual in 
Irish revolutionary movements, the in- 
former was on his track, and Davitt 
was arrested in London, May 14, 1870. 
There was arrested with him an Eng- 
lishman, named John Wilson, whose sole 
connection with Irish affairs was tho 
fact that in a business way he had sold 


the arms which Davitt was shipping to

In due time Davitt was_tried in an 
English court, charged with _ treason 
felony, convicted and sentenced to 16 
years’ penal servitude. Wilson was con- 
victed at the same time and sentenced 
to seven years. To show the nobility 
and generosity of Davitt’s character, it 
is only necessary to state that he begged 
the court to inflict upon him the sen- 
tence of Wilson, explaining that Wilson 
was absolutely ignorant of the disposi- 
tion of the arms. The court declined 
the suggestion, and Wilson served his 
full term. Davitt was sent to Newgate 
Penitentiary, but remained there only a 
few weeks, when he was transferred to 
Millbank. From Millbank he was sent 
to Dartmoor, where he was incarcerated 
for over seven years. 

During his stay in these prisons Davitt 
was forced to associate with the lowest 
of English criminals, burglars, thieves 


‘and murderers, which, to a man of his 


refined sensibilities, must have been 
alling in the extreme. He was released 
ec. 19, 1877, on a*ticket of leave. A 
faw weeks later several Irish political 
prisoners—most of whom had been sol- 
diers in the British army—and who were 
sentenced to life imprisonment, were lib- 
erated. Among these were Color Ser- 
eant McCarthy, Corporal Thomas 
hambers and Private John P. O'Brien. 


Back to Ireland. 


All these mén returned to their native 
land, arriving in Dublin January, 1878. 
They were received with extraordinary 
enthusiasm by the citizens of the me- 
tropolis. At a public reception given 


to them in Dublin Ser McCarthy, 
worn and wasted with his 11 years in 
English dungeons, fell dead.

He spent the first few months arrang- 
ing his plans and preparing for the 
great series of meetings which took 
place in Ireland in 1879.

Tenant farmers from the counties of 
Galway, Mayo and Roscommon were 
present in large numbers, the estimated 
attendance being 2,000. The meeting 
was held in an open field, and a novei 
feature of the gathering was a body 
of horsemen, to the number of about 
two thousand, sons of farmers, march- 
ing in military order, and each eques- 
trian wearing a green scarf across his 
breast. 


Knell of Landlordism, 


The writer was present, and I can 
never forget the immense énthusiasm 
which characterized the proceedings. It 
was at that meeting that the death- 
knell of Irish landlordism was wrung, 
and although the system made a vigor- 
ous and vindictive battle for its exist- 


ence, it is to all intents and purpos 
dead today. After the Irishtown cnet. 
ing similar demonstrations were held in 
Milltown, Westport, Tuam Dunmore, 
Headford and other places, and within 
three months the whole western prov- 
ince was in a blaze of patriotism, while 
the cry, “Down with landlordism,”’ wis 
gig > conser wae eens 

Nov. 19, 1879, Davit was arreste 
Dublin’ charged with having used - a 
guage in public speeches calculated to 
incite a breach of the peace. He was 
conveyed to Sligo Jail, and lodged there, 
bail being refused. An additional in- 
centive to Davitt's arrest was his foo!- 
ing of the government reporters by 
making a speech in Irish at a great 
meeting at Corofin, County Galway, in 
which he urged the people not to be 
intimidated buf to organize for the over- 
throw of landlordism. 

At every important Land League meet- 
ing held in Connaught it was customary 
to have a government reporter present, 
and in order to baffle this representa- 
tive of English power, speeches were 
made by local orators in the native 
Gaelic, and, of course, the government 
official was unable to report these 
speeches, 

These Gaelic speeches were the most 
treasonable utterances ever spoken on 
Irish soil and were received by the 
audiences with the most vociferous 
cheers and genuine approval. 

A man named Patsy Furey of Anna- 
down, Galway County, was the most 
popumMr and gloquent of these Gaelic 
orators, and his language, if spoken in 
English, would undoubtedly have sent 
him to prison for a long term. But, al- 
though the government reporters were 
unable to understand Furey’s phillipics, 
they must have reported to their chiefs 
in Dublin Castle that they had the ef- 
fect of enthusing and exciting his 
countrymen to a remarkable degree, for 
poor Furey was arrested as a mauvai-x 
sujet and placed within the confines of 
Kilmainham Jail for nearly a year, 
without even the formality of a trial. 


House of Commons Scene. 

Davitt’s arrest, in 1879, gave rise to 
one of the most memorable scenes that 
was probably ever witnessed in the 
House of Commons. Thirty members of 
the Irish party—including Parnell—were 
summarily ejected from the House for 
having dared to protest against the 
action of the government in arresting 
Davitt.

One of Davitt’s greatest achievements 
was in connection with the “Times 
Commission,”’ in which the “Parnellism 
and Crime” articles were being investi- 
gated. He conducted his own case with 
such extraordinary skill as to elicit the 
commendations of the presiding Judge 
adh ot Henry James, counsel for the 

Ss. 


Complimented by Attorney. 
ie sneech occupied seven days, and 


nao pruvauly the longest on record in 
a political trial. Sir Henry James paid 
him a notable tribute in a speech to 
the Court, in which he said: “We have 
here gained some insight into the 
Strange quickness of intelligence, that 
instinctive power, which must have 
made him a paramount figure in any 
negotiations with the Irish peasantry, 
an agent almost invincible when con- 
tending with men of a lower grade of 
intelligence. I think there are tew men 
who have been in contact with Mr. 
Davitt who would not feel it a repug- 
nant task to trace to him conduct in- 
volving bad motives or errors of juds- 
ment.’’ 

In 1897 a movement was organized in 
the United States through the instru- 
mentality of the New York correspond- 
ent of the London Times, favoring a 
treaty of alliance between this country 
and Great Britain. The idea evoked 
great enthusiasm among the Angloma- 
niacs and Davitt at once set himself 
to thwart the movement. He crossed 
the Atlantic for this purpose, and it was 
largely through his efforts that the 
project was defeated in Congress. 

When the unfortunate Parnell] trou- 
bles arose Davitt, as usual with him, 
acted in a manly and straightforward 
manner, and was largely instrumental 
in restoring unity to the disorganized 
ranks of the Irish Parliamentary party. 
In 1895 while absent in Australia, he was 
returned unopposed for Kerry and Mayo 
and elected to sit in the Commons for 
the latter constituency. 

In 1900 he resigned from the Hovse 
of Commons as a protest against the 
Boer War. 

Davitt was a man of extensive travel. 

He visited America on several occa- 
sions, and spoke in all the larger cities 
from New rk to San Francisco. He 
went throu Siberia from end to end 
and wrote a series of letters about tht 
country and its people, which were aft- 
erwards republished in book form. In 
1897 he visited Australia and spent seven 
months traveling under the Southern 
Cross. 

During the Boer War Davitt was in 
ths Transvaal as the guest of Presi- 
dent Krueger. He was present at sev- 
eral battles and was special correspond- 
ent of influential newsnuners. His let- 
ters had the effect of partly dissipating 
the misrepresentations of .which the 
brave burghers were the victims. Sub- 
sequently these’ letters were published 
in book form under the title, ‘‘The 
Boer Fight for Freedom.”’ 

A painful incident occurred in Dav- 
itt’s parliamentary career during a de- 
bate in the House of Commons on East 
India affairs. In this debate, Davitt 
made a severe arraignment of the Gov- 
ernment, and his speech was replied to 
by George Nathaniel Curzon, now Lord 
Curzon. Curzon referred to Davitt as 
‘‘a man who was not unacquainted with 
the use of handcuffs.’’ To the credit 
of the ‘‘first assembly of gentlemen in 
Europe” be it said that 
marks were received with cries of 
shame, the members of his own party 
joining in the rebuke. 

It is di cult to understand how Davitt 
became such an accomplished and ver- 
satile man, when the. circumstances of 
his life are taken into account. He had 
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an extensive knowledge of French liter- 
ature and was well versed in Latin. 

After Davitt resigned from Parliament 
six years ago, he devoted his attention 
to the work of the United Irish League 
—of which he was one of the executive 
heads—and paid special attention to the 
advancement of the cause in Great 
Britain. During the recent general 
election 
of the English Labour party, and it was 
largely through his efforts that that 
party now occupies such a strong posi- 
tion in the British legislature. 

Among the first to send a message of 
condolence to Mrs. Davitt—who, by the 
way is a Californian—was the English 
Labor party, thus testifying their ap- 
preciation of the services which Davitt 
had rendered. and of the esteem in 
which he was held by the democracy of 
England. 

Nothing could give a clearer idea of 
Davitt’s nobility of character than his 
will, which is published by the direction 
of his life-long friend John Dillon. 
After bequeathing all his property ab- 
solutely to his wife he says: 

‘Should I die in Ireland, I would wish 
tu be buried at Straide, County Mayo 
without any funeral demonstration. If 
I die in America, I must be buried near 
my mother’s grave at Manayunk, and 
on no account brought back to Ireland. 
If in any other country (outside of Great 
Britain) to be buried in the nearest 
graveyard to where I may die, with the 
simplest possible ceremony. 

“Should I die in Great Britain I must 
be buried at Straide, County Mayo. My 
diaries are not to be published as 
such, and in no tnstance without my 
wife’s permission; but on ho account 
must anything harsh or censorious 
written in said diaries by me about 
any person dead or alive, who has 
ever worked for Ireland, be printed, 
} ublished, or used so as to give pain 
to any friend or relative. 


“To all my friends I leave kind 
thoughts; to my enemies the fullest 
possible forgiveness, and to Ireland, 
the undying prayer for the absolute 
freedom and independence which it 
was my life’s ambition to try and 
obtain for her.” 

What Abraham Lincoln was to the 
negro slaves of the United States, 
Michael Davitt was to the down-trod- 
den farmers of Ireland. 

To him more than to any other man 
of the race. the Irish tenant owes free- 
dom from the thraldom of the most in- 
famous system of land tenure that was 
ever devised. 

From boyhood to the day of his death, 
he worked and struggled for Ireland, as 
no man has done since the days of 
Wolfe Tone. And when, repeatedly, his 
countrymen begged him to accept some 
substantial testimonial in reward for 
his toil, he replied that he would never 
accept payment for ‘serving his native 
land. As the great Jewish lawgiver be- 
held the ‘‘Promised Land" from Nehbo's 
summit, so Davitt saw the sun of free- 
dow dawning over Ireland ere he closed 
his eyes in death. 

In the era that is fast approaching 
in Ireland, Davitt, with his patriotism, 
his experience, his prestige, and his 
wonderful ability. could have been of 
immense benefit to his country. As none 
knew better the weakness of his pso- 
ple; so none had more tact and ability 
to unite them for the common cause 
than Michael Davitt. 

No monument is necessary to perpetu- 
ate his memory. With Emmet and Tone 
and Fitzgerald and Davis and Mitchell 
and O'Connell and Parnell, his name 
will be preserved by his grateful coun- 
trymen for all time. The results of the 
great social revolution which he organ- 
ized 2 vears ago may not be entirely 
apparent just yet, but they will be seen 
in the very near future when the de- 
mocracy of \xreat Britain, pledged to do 
full justice to Ireland, shall sign the 
charter for a self-governing people, who 
have never Jost faith in their ultimate 
destiny to be free.

Instantly hundreds of veterans who 
had “fought mit Sigel’ in ‘61 rose to 
their feet and cheered. 

The donation of the statue to St. Louis 
is the outgrowth of the effort of the 
German-American citizens ty, do honor 
to the patriotism and valor of Gen. 
Sigel, who in 1902 died in New York 
City. 

Immediately after his death steps were 
taken by German-Americans of this 
city, among whom Gen. Sigel lived the 
greater part of his life, to perpetuate 
hig memory. After an association had 
been incorporated it was decided to 
erect a statue in Forest Park. 

Robert Kaur, a German artist of 
Darmstadt, who is soon to become an 
American citizen, was instructed to draw 
plans for the monument... Public sub- 
scriptions were solicited and German- 
Americans throughout the country 
hastened to subscribe to the fund. 

The plan accepted was a design of 
Gen. Siegel on horseback, with field 
glasses in hand, watching the move- 
ments of the enemy. The figure is 
of bronze and was cast in Germany. 
It is a strong, life-like piece of 
work,

Then five 
German societies sang “O Schutz- 
geist.” Other “fatherland” airs were 
sung by them during the ceremonies.

Story of the Crack Athlete of 
Missouri University Betrays 
Power of Heredity. 


The truth of many old adages is no- 
where better illustrated than in base- 
ball and a striking confirmation of the 
old saw “like father like son,” is af- 
forded in a comparison of the records 
made by Eugene Salisbury, the St. Louis 
boy who twirled for the crack Missouri 
University baseball tearm and that of 
his father, Harry H. Salisbury, who was 
one of the greatest pitchers in the 
country 20 years ago, and who is now an 
accountant for the Pacific Express Co. 

The elder Salisbury while pitching for 
the famous Omaha team of 'S scored 4 
defeat against the St. Louis Maroons in 


1884, the year the St. Louis aggregation 
won the championship of the Union As- 
sociation. He also twirled the Omaha 
nine to victory in a game against the 
Browns, beating them 9 to 0. 

Mr. Salisbury is a Western product 
and began pitching in the old Inter- 
national League for St. Paul in 1877. 
While with the St. Paul club he attract- 
ed the attention of the manager of the 
Cleveland club and joined that organiza- 
tion in 1877. In 1879 he went to Detroit 
and the following year was a member 
of the Troy club. In 1880 and 1881 he 
retired from baseball and went into the 
wool business. He did not remain in 
retirement long, however, the manager 
of the Pittsburg club prevailing upon 
him to join the Pirates in 1882. 

In ’82, '83 and ‘8 he was with the 
Omaha club. He played ball intermit- 
tently for the following two years and 
then retired while still in the heyday of 
his career. 

Mr. Salisbury considers his greatest 
pitching feat, his performance at Lon- 
don, Ont., in 1878, when he struck out 
22 men in one game. 

Eugene Salisbury was born in Omaha, 
He has ever been prom- 
inent in athletics of the most strenuous 
type and is well known to followers of 
local college athletics as a member of 
the champion football and basebal! 
—— of Central High School of 1903 and 

Possessed of the rare ft of all- 
round ability. he not only plays cleverly 
at baseball and football, but he is one of 
rag best track men at Missouri Univers- 

y. 

Salisbury is a man any college would 
be glad to boast. He entered Missouri 
in 1904 from Central, where his ability 
on gridiron, dlamond and track was well 
known. In the fall he is an out-and-out 
football hero. In the spring he attracts 
attention by ‘his work on the dlamond 
and track. In his freshman year he was 
immediately put on the team and made 
g00d immediately. 

Salisbury is a boy of sterling mould, 
but not too big to do fast work. He is a 
mild-mannered, reticent temperament 
and has the faculty of making friends 
and retaining them. His popularity 
among his college mates, together with 
his unusual athletic proclivities has 
served to stamp him as one of the great- 
est athletes Missouri University has

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Batters May Bat and Hitters May Hit, but Lajoie Is Still King of 
the Men Who Rule the Pitchers—Pastmasters of 
the Old Days of Baseball. 


Batters may come and batters may 
go, but that big French manager of the 
hard-hitting Clevelands—Napoleon La- 
joie—apepars like the lyric brook of 
Tennyson to go on forever. And there 
are those who think this big, swash- 
buckling, free-swinging Frenchman is 
the greatest batter of all time. Be 
that as it may, there is hardly any 
doubt but that he is the best, most con- 
sistent and truest hitter of the present 
time. The responsibility of managing a 
team, the irritation of keeping that 
team in the lead, the eyes of the base- 
ball spectators of the world focused on 
him do not seem to dim the wonderful 
eye or palsy the stout wrists of this 
wonderful batsman of the American 
League. 

Since his advent into fast company 
Lojoie has been surely a sweet hit- 
ter.

He has been 
the ido) of the spectators and has drawn 
more money into the coffers of organ- 
ized baseball than any one man now 
playing the game. It was he alone 
who went to Cleveland and resurrected 
a city from the baseball grave. 

Lajole’s success calls to mind some 
of the master batters of the past.

He played first base for the De- 
troit team in 1886-87-88. and was easily 
the leading hitter of that day. There 
was nothing childish about his hitting. 
He would welt them to right fleld in- 
variably on a low line, and woe betide 
the flelder who tried to intercept their 

sage. It sometimes meant a broken 

nd and always meant stung digits. 
In his long career on the diamond this 
big, knock-kneed, raw-jointed fellow 
was never known to bat under the .300 
mark. 

Rowe, who played shot stop for the 
Detroit team at that time, was a more 
compactly bullt fellow. He hit hard and 
often. ot as or as often as 
Brouthers, but hard and often enough 
to always entitle him to a place among 
the leading batsmen of his time. 

White, the deacon-like third baseman, 
4ia4 not hit as hard as either Brouthers 
or Rowe, but when the pinch came he 
would be relied upon absolutely. He 
was a keen-eyed, shambling sort. Noth- 
ing dignified in his style. Not much 
ease or grace in his stride, nor had he

Where will we look for such averages 
today? Cleveland has its LaJoie, Pitts- 
burg its Wagner, New York its Donlin 
and Keeler, and St. Louis its Stone, but 
baseball will hardly ever see four such 
men together on one team again.

STEELS AFFECT 


~ STOCK MARKET 


Cut in Southern Foundry Iron 
Weakens Faith in the Fu- 
ture Outlook. 








LOCAL STOCKS LOWER 





Railways Common Sold on Pos- 
sible Increase in Com- 
pany’s Taxes. 


BY R. O. JOHNSON. 


Conflicting currents moved the stock 
market during the past week, good and 
bad factors of about equal weight devel- 
oping, but at the close of the trading the 


ing side. 

From the bear standpointethe dominat- 
ing influence was the excessive selling 
in the United States Steel stocks, follow- 


‘ing the announcement of a cut of $1 
per ton in the price of No. 2 foundry 
iron by one of the Southern companies, 
and the dissolution of the Southern Fur- 
nace Association, an organization formed 
a ihre time ago to maintain the ‘price 
of this product at $14 per ton. 

The cut in price came on an order 
from the International Harvester Co. for 
10,000 tons, and Wali street traders, as is 
customary on such news, immediately 
jumped to the conclusion that this was 
an indication of a coming lull in the 
steel and iron industry ana solid heavily 
the securities interested. 

Whether or not Wall street is right in 
its egnclusions, that this, the first weak- 
ening in this important industry, is the 
forerunner of a material setback, re- 
maing to be geen, but conditions in the 
steel and fron trade change very sidden- 
ly and it is easy to see how such a de- 
velopment can quickly exterid into a 
materia] reaction. 

In the first place a cut in iron prices 
at the present time when the summer 
dullness in this industry is coming on 
indicates that a reach ig being made for 
business. This naturally forces othér 
competitive companies to meet the re- 
duction to obtain orders. 

Again it causes purchasers who have 
been fearful of a reaction in prices to 
hold off on their contracts unti] they 
are in a position to see whether the ré- 
action in prices is not going further. 

Naturally the tigliding off of these or- 
ders in itself, further weakens the sit- 
uation, and the demand for all products 
gradually lessens. 

Furthermore, many contracts that 
have been placed for future delivery es- 
pecially for steel equipment and sup- 
plies are in a position to be canceled if 
the situation shows prominent signs of 
weakening and in the cancelization of 
these contracts the situation is further 
weakened. 

Consequently a setback in the steel 
and iron industry nearly always comes 
very quickly, even when the country is 
in-the most prosperous of conditions, for 
it is the fear that a reaction ig coming 
that makes ‘buyers hold off and accentu- 
ates the reaction. 


Gates Cuts Prices, 

Stock market followers well remember 
the setback that occurred in the steel 
and iron industry a few years ago when 
John W. Gates, who was then at the 
head of the American Stee] and Wire 
Co., made a cut in the price of ‘wire 
products when the stock market was 
strong and conditions in the country ex- 
cellent. 

Steel and wire commion stock when the 
cut was announced was selling at 59% 
and paying 7 per cent dividends, Wall 
street refused to believe when the price 
reduction came,ithat it was the forerun- 
ner of a siackening in the steel indus- 
try and Gates’ action was condemned as 
a stock jobbing scheme. 

Yet, in a Httle less than a month, a 
general reaction in steel and iron prices 
was on. The leading mills of the Steel] 
and Wire Co. were closed and steel and 
wire common sold below 30 with the div- 
idend cut to 4 per cent. 

The writer does not mean to mssert 
that the same conditions are before 
us in this important industry, but is 
only giving this as an illustration of 
how rapidly changes come in the steel 
and iron market when the turn in af- 
fairs does take place. 

Another strong card in favor of the 
bears was the announcement of the 
determination of the Federal Govern- 
ment to institute criminal prosecutions 
‘against the Standard Oil Co. 

Public confidence in the big corpora- 
tion has already been destroyed to a 
considerable extent, and were it not 
for the sustaining influence of general 
prosperous conditions and support from 
the large holders of securities, this 
action. on the part of the Government 
would have caused a violent liquidat- 
ing movement. 

As it is its influence i!s gradually 
working up a sentiment distinctly ad- 
verse to securities, and any ‘severe de- 
cline will to a certainty be brought 
about through this agency. Once public 
confidence is shattered liquidation can 
hardly be arrested before a panicky 
break is precipitated, for pools are 
holding up prices at the present time 
and the forced selling of these securi- 
tiles woull be fraught with grave dan- 
ger to the general market situation. 


Other Factors, 
Offsetting the break in the steel] mar- 
ket and the attack on Standard Oil, 
the announcement of an increase in 


the dividena of Baltimore & Ohio com- 
mon stotk to 6 per cent, and the pay-. 
ment of a 5-per-cent annual dividend on 
American Locomotive may be men- 
tioned. 

These are bull factors of importance, 
since they indicate that the insiders. 
finding it or to unload their 
hoidings on the speculative public, are 
resorting to the only means left to 
strengthen their position and make their 
securities attractive, that is by author- 
izing the payment of increased divi- 
dends, even in the face of the uncer- 
tainties surrounding the future market 
situation. 

It is apparent, even to the layman in 
the Wall street game, that in the face 
of an uncertain crop outlook, the ad- 
verse corporation legislation and inves- 
tigation sweeping the country, that the 
time is not opportune for ‘increasing 
dividend payments. For this very rea- 
gon it is also apparent that the big ip- 
terests who have the securities are tak- 
ing this course to make a market for 
their stuff. This is temporarily a bull 
factor and would seem to indicate that 
other increased dividends may be ex- 
pected in the near future. 

During the past two weeks an in- 
creased dividend was authorized on the 
stock of the -Pennsylvaia lines west of 
Pittsburg, on Panhandle stock, which is 
controlled by the ge os ag nae and on 
Baltimore & Ohio, which is also ocon- 
trolled by this company. 

This would seen! to indicate that the 
Pennsylvania gg so owing to its 
enormous tal outlay in the con- 
struction of its New York tunnels and 
a Bab ally ne oe which it will re- 
ceive me years to. come, 
is in need of all available money from 
its subsidiary and controlleg companies.

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reason than to prevent a violent de- 
cline in the stocks mentioned. 

It would be different if the public had 
the stocks, but for once in the history 
of Wefl street the insiders are carrying 
a load at an extremely dangerous level. 
And since they cannot sell them, there 
is nothing left for them to do but to 
make their collateral good, by paying 
increased dividends that will at least 
minimize a coming decline. 

Certain it is that the situation is a 
désverate one when increased dividends 
in the face of uncertain conditions are 
being resorted to to hold up prices, but 
that such is being done there is every 
reason to belleve, Whether even this 
policy can sustain prices is still an open 
question. 

The monetary situation again shows 
improvement. The placing of the Penn- 
sylvania loan of $60,000,000 in Paris indi- 
cates that foreigners are looking on 
American Investments with more favor. 

The reduction in the Bank of Eng- 
land’s discount rate from 4 to 3% per 
cent indicates an easier tendency in 
money markets abroad, and will permit 
of further gold imports should they be- 
come necessary. 

The placing by the Government in San 
Francisco of $12,000,000 should also work 
for the benefit of the money market, 
while the contraction of credits in the 
stock market in the recent decline 
should also work to reflect in future 
interest rates. Gold from the Klondike 
is coming in, $3,000,000 having arrived 
during the week, and before the season 
closes the amount should total well 
above $12,000,000. 

Thé crop situation shows improve- 
ment, and although some damage has 
been done to all grains, unless the un- 
foreseen happens the harvest should be 
a bountiful one. Railroad earnings con- 
tinue excellent and this is one of the 
strongest factors in the situation. 

To sum up, then, it would seem fhat 
efforts are being made by certain big 
interests to sustain their bull position, 
and these being counteracted by a 
weakened position in the steel and iron 
market and heavy selling in the securi- 
ties interested and adverse political 
influences, which have a tendency 
to depress general market sentiment.

CORN AND OATS QUIET 


The High Prices for These 
Grains Makes Speculators 
Cautious, 


The grain markets of the week showed 
a reactionary tone following the precip- 
jtation of moisture in sections where 
drouth conditions have prevailed for 
some time past. The selling in wheat, 
however, met ready buying and prices 
on this grain lost less than those of the 
coarse grains. 

The weathers is still the controlling 
factor in the situation and with wheat 
in the neighborhood of 84 cents, the 
trade is net inclined to icok on it as 
high, when the price of corn is well 
above 50 cents and vats are in the neigh- 
borhood of 40 cents. 

‘Wheat, intrinsically, compared to oth- 
er products, is not high at 84 cents and 





any falling off in the home or foreign 
crop would be followed by much higher 
prices. 

The trade is watching weather con-. 

ditions in the spring. wheat ceesltary | 
very closely, as bad: weather in this sec-/ 
tion, following the damage already done 
in the winter wheat belt, would start a 
big buying movement. At present, how- 
ever, weather conditions in the North- 
west are highly favorable and the recent 
Government report indicated almost 
perfect conditions in spring wheat. 
* Outside of the weather, the factors in 
the situation show little important 
change. Foreign markets fail to reflect 
any anxiety over the political situation 
in Russia, although it is apparent even 
to the laymdn that a revolution in Rus- 
sia would be of the utmost importance 
in the grain markets of the wor!d. For- 
eign markets did, however, show an im- 
proving tendency in the latter part of 
the week and the buying followed ad- 
verse reports from the Argentine and 
lighter shipments of grain from that 
country.

ets. 

Corn developed a reactionary tendency 
on rains in the corn belt and the week’s 
close showed values at a lower level all 
along the line. The continued light 
movement, however, in the face of the 
big advance in prices, and the fact that 
the crop got a very late start and will 
need almost ideal weather conditions 
from now on, makes séllers cautious of 
their position. The cash market, owing 
to the very heavy domestic demand, is 
also a sustaining influence, and all of- 
ferings of this grain on the easy spots 
found a very ready market. 

Oats lost some of their recent advance 
in- sympathy with the easier tendency 
in corn. A short crop of oats is, how- 
ever, absolutely assured and high prices 
on this grain should prevail throughout 
the year. 

The estimated world’s shipments of 
wheat for next Monday are for about 
8,000,000 bu, of which quantity Burope 
should take about 7,300,000 bu. The 
actual shipments last week were 9,776.000 
bu and those of a*Vear ago 10,736,000 bu.

TO MAKE ROADS | 


LOWER TRACKS 


Tower Grove, Manchester and 
King’s Highway Crossings 
to Be Made Safe. 








BRIDGES MUST BE BUILT 


Expenses of the Changes Will 
Be Borne by Missouri Pacific, 
Frisco and Oak Hill Lines. 


The bill now pending before the City 
Council for the abolition of the Tower 


Grove grade crossing ig being watched 
with interest by both the railroads and 
those working for civic improvement. 
If the bill goes through it will result in 
the general abolition of grade crossings 
all over the city, which will mean mil- 
lions of dollars’ expenditure by the rall- 
roads and the safeguarding of many im- 
portant thoroughfares. 

The measure which was introduced 
in the Council Friday afternoon at the 
request of the ._Board ef Public Im- 
provements, will compel three railroads 
to depress their tracks at Tower Grove 
avenue and old Manchester road. The 
Missouri Pacific, the Frisco and the St. 
Louis, Oak Hill & Ca%néelet Railway 
will be compelled to. depress their 
tracks 16 feet where they cross Tower 
Grove avenue and Old Manchester road 
and also at King’s highway. 

This will necessitate the, building by 
the railroads of three bridges which will 
carry the streets across the depressed 
tracks. The grade of these bridges will 
be three feet above the present street 
grade. 

‘Many Changes Required. 

This depression of their tracks will 
require é@laborate changes by the rail- 
roads. In order. not to make the grade 
too steep, the lowering of the tracks 
will be begun one-half mile on either 
side of the bridges. 

Then they will have to build spurs 
from the depressed tracks up to the 
manufacturing plants which now run 
their cars directly from their doors to 
the tracks. The depression of the tracks 
will compel the building of switches 
that will go up the hill on a slant. 

It is not thought that there will be any 
difficulty in pushing the bill through the 
Municipal Assembly. The bill was 
drafted by the Grade Cfossings (om- 
mission, which is made up of three 
members of the Council and six mem- 
bers of the House. The commission had 
several conferences with Street Com- 
missioner Valliant. The plans for the 
new track depressions and the bridges 
were preparéd in the Street Depart- 
nrent, 

As soon as the bill ts passed the work 
will be begun. It 1s thought that by 
next spring the grade crossings there 
will be abolished,

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“THE LADY EVELYN’

species of which is now blooming 
and dying in Shaw’s_ Botanical 

Garden, St. Louis, is. considered the. most 
remarkable in appearance of any member 
of the splendid Amaryllis family. It flow- 
ers but once and: then begins to die. before 
the last blossoms have fallen. 


In its native soil and climate,. that of 
arid, Equatorial -Amerieca, the Century 
_ Plant. often flowers in its eighth. year. 
When transplanted into the temperate 
zone, where its growth must be aided 
by artificial heat in cold weather, it is 
necessarily longer in arriving at: ma- 
turity.' That the plant blooms only once in 
a hundred years is a ‘‘gardener’s fable.’’ 
The specimen now in flower at Shaw’s 
Garden is 30 years old, but has never 
flowered before. . 


The Century Plant frequently rises at 
maturity to a height of 20 to 30 feet in a 
kind of pyramid. The leaves, which grow 
from the body are long, broad and fleshy, 
with a tough rind grapevine in color, 
and the margins are frequently spiny. 
An upright scape, which may grow 
several inches in diameter at _ the 
base, shoots from the center past the 
leaves,, and from ‘the top sends out 
slender stems often, bearing as many as 
four thousand greenish yellow flowers in 
clusters. resembling, parachutes. Though 
not beautiful; these flowers are marvelous- 
ly delicate, and: in,favorable season. bloom 
in succession for almost three months. , | 


:After, flowering and producing, ; seeds, 


the. plant .gradually ,withers. But, before 
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death, suckers shoot up from the roots, or 
seeds sprout which gained moisture under 
protection of the great leaves and attain a 
hardy start. Thus the life of this strange 
plant, spent in one great effort to flower 
and reproduce its kind, is not in vain. 
Except where it is kept in hothouses, the 
Century Plant is no longer only an object 
of curiosity on its one glorious yet senile 
birthday—it is being incorporated into the 
warp .and woof of commercial and. in- 
dustrial utility. .The best known species 
is the Agave Americana, generally known 
as the American Aloe, of which there are 
several divisions with plain or striped or 
margined. leaves. The Agave Americana 
was taken from South America to Europe 
in 1561 and propagated... The plant is 
employed for fences in, Italian .Switzer- 
land and ;has become naturalized in 
Naples, Sicily;and the North of'Africa. ° 


In tropical America, where’ the tough 
leaves grow from five to seven feet long, 
they are macerated, by which process a 
coarse fiber—about a No. 20 thread—is ob- 
tained. This fiber, called: maguey, is used 
in the manufacture of thread, twine, 
ropes, hammocks and various Kinds of 
cordage. 


When the innermost leaves are torn out 
of one species, a juice is yielded which is 
diluted with water and fermented, making 
an intoxicating liquor called pulque. When 
a stronger drink is desired, a, ptilq{ue pro- 
duced from still another’ species, -the 
Agave atrovirens, is distilled into mescal, 
that fiery drink in which is concentrated 
the venom and the heat of the Mexican 
, climate without any of the beauty. 
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An important fiber, called sisal, is yield- 
ed by the Agave rigida sisalana, a native 
of Yucatan. This sisal or hemp is used 
extensively for cordage. The Henequin 
Plant of Yucatan, the Agave rigida elon- 
gata, is pronounced by Dr. William Tre- 
lease, director of Shaw’s Garden, to be of 
a thousand-fold more interest as the Hen- 
‘equin Plant than as the Century Plant. It 
is a specimen of this plant which is now in 
bloom at the garden. It does, indeed, be- 
eome most interesting, when it is discov- 
ered that this: plant is now an important 
commercial staple, and that the country to 
which it is native refuses to permit it to 
be transplanted into the South American 
countries, where the raising of the plant 
for its fiber is being undertaken as an 
industry. 

The Henequin Plant in bloom at the 
Garden is‘about thirty feet high. It flow- 
ered at least ten years before the average 
time for maturity in most Century Plants 
in this climate, but blossoms at 40 make 
the century story less than half true. 


Strictly the plant under the care of C. 
H. Thompson, ‘who has*charge of succu- 
lents, is not'a thing of beauty. Its leaves 
aré dead:half way up, and the lower clus- 
ters of :flowers are seeding. From. the 
flowers of 'this:plant enough seeds may be 
obtained to fill ‘the average hothouse with 
baby plants, which must be set in jars halt 
filled with sand to take up the moisture, 
foo much of which will rot the little: na- 
tives of a hot climate and barren soil. The 
Henequin, Plant grows much larger than 
‘the regular sisal variety, attains a greater 
height, and is more prolific. 
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NOTHER branch of the “lost nation” of 
A Creek Indians has now been found by a 
Dawes Commission field party. These In- 
dians are living in the pine timber along the North 
Canadian River in Texas, and are spoken of by the 
Dawes party as the “Texas Creeks.” They are a 
nunacdic tr.be and move from place to place along 
‘the Canadian, keeping to the timber lands, which are 
still Government domain. | 
. This life, with its freedom from the contaminat- 
ing influence of civilization, as well as its absence 
of wars and raids known to the early Indians cf 
America, has developed some exce!lent traits in the 
Texas Creeks. They are spoken of as more. nearly 
approaching the Cooper type of the noble red man 
fhan any other tribe known. They also are of thie 
physical development exploited by the class of 
novelists who have portrayed the Indian in striking 
nnd favorable colors. 

Instead of being scrawny and dirty, as are a 
great many of the North American Indians in real

Veteran Lally is the proud possessor of the Vic- 
toria Cross, although this badge of honor was not 
presented for his participation in the Balaklava 
charge. A year later a shell was dropped by an 
enemy immediately in front of the Commander’s tent, 
in the neighborhood ef which Lally was standing. 
Before the shell could explode, with the probable 
destruction of the Commander-in-Chief and a num- 
ber ef staff officers, Lally swooped forward, picked 
up the sizzling shell and hurled it far away. The 
shell exploded in midair and flying fragments injured 
a couple ef Tommies, but the officers escaped unin- 
jured. 

For this brave deed Lally was decorated and still 
posr ~sses the cross, his most valued treasure. 

Veteran Yates lives with his family at Litchie 
Flats, Toledo, O. He is now in his eighty-first year, 
a native Seot. 

Mr. Yates was a member of the Thirteenth Light 
Dragoons, one of the five squadrons which made up 
the Light Brigade, and this squadron, with the Sev- 
enteenth Lancers, rode in the foremost line and took 
the first galling broadside from the batteries m trent 
of them, rode through this battery and into the 
ranks of thousands of Russians, infantry and caval- 
ry, mustering at the close of the onslaught just 10 
men. Of these 10 men none is alive today, so far 
as Veteran Yates knows, but himself. 

It has been 15 years since Mr. Yates has heard 
from any one of hia old comrades. Fifteen of them, 
to his knowledge, came to America and settled here, 
but as al] were older men and have failed to let him 
hear from them, as they did once quite regularly, he 
feels confident that they are all dead. 

Yates was a soldier by chosen profession. “After

Borax is not only used to “make bad meat good 
to eat”—-it is very largely used in soaps and toflet 
preparations. Here again it shows its close and still 
sympathetic relation with the packing houses. 

Its effects on the animal system are feeble. It is 
said that daily doses of three drams exert no very 
perceptible influence upon a dog. Nevertheless, it 
is a deptessing poison if given in sufficient amount, 
and does not have the best influence upon the heart 
and spinal centers. 

Many instances of poisoning from berax have 
been reported. The symptoms are stated to be 
“great depression of spirits,” a feeling something 
akin to that which the recent convert to vegetarian 
diet experienced before he was converted. Poison- 
ing by borax causes a “fall of bodily temperature, a 
very feeble pulse—rapid or slow”—and eruptions 
and swelling of parts of the human body. 

Ip dome cases nausea, hiccough and violent vom- 
iting have been caused. The mind usually “remains 
clear until late in the poisoning, but death has heen 
preceded by coma, with disturbance of the respira- 
tion.” 

Continued use of borax is said to cause “borism.”

ODEL slaughter houses, one story 

high, affording every facility for 

, light and ventilation and finished 
throughout in glass, cement and enameled 
brick, after the European style, are what it is 
believed the Chicago Stockyards must come 


_ to. In order to restore the confidence of E urope 
iM their product and to re-acquire their mar- 


kets there, it is believed the packers must raise 
their ‘slaughter houses to ‘the sanitary level 
of the European plants. This may cost mil- 
lions, but it is believed the objects in view 
justify the expenditure. 

‘Exactly where the Chicago Stockyards are 
deficient in these respects is shown by the 
Loudon Lancet,. which made an elaborate 
comparison between them -and the modern 
The 
Lancet, which is the foremost sanitary au- 
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thority in the world, sent a special slaughter 
house expert to examine the Chicago pack- 
ing houses before “The Jungle” was written 
and before President Roosevelt took up the 
question of tainted food. The Lancet made 
the extraordinary discovery that there 1s not 
a single modern slaughtering house in Chica- 
go. It. found the work being done m a cu- 
rious jumble of antiquated ramshackle struc- 
tures, all apparently built in ignorance of 
what a sanitary slaughter house ought to be. 

Incidentally, the Lancet revealed the most 
serious objections to the packing houses con- 
tained in the Neill-Reynolds report, but its ex- 
amination much further and covered 
the whole system. In all that has lately been 
published on the subject little reference has 


made to the Lancet investigation and 
is much curiosity as to what tt found.

“Jt will scarcely be believed, but it is a 
fact, that at Chicago not only is there no 
pal abattoir, but there are no private ab- 
ifs im the teebnical sense of the term.

“The largest business of its sort that exists in 
the world has been allowed to grow up under con- 
ditions of the wildest anarchy. 
animals are killed to supply 
food, there is no law to compel those who kill them 
first to construct a suitable slaughter 
which to kill.. The killing is done anywhere, even 
on the upper floors of huge buildings which pos- 
sess none of the requirements of a slaughter house. 

“So far back as 1836 the municipality of Brussels 
built its own slaughter house, and since as well as 
before that date a great number of laws and by-laws 
have established in most civilized countries the man- 
ner in which slaughter houses must, be constructed. 
Indeed, the planning of an abattoir or slaughter 
house has become in itself quite a technical matter. 
All this, however, is absolutely ignored at Chicago. 

“Animals are killed and the meat is prepared in 
places where natural light never penetrates, where 
drtificial light has to be employed in the middle 
of the day, where there are defective closets within 
a few feet of the food, and where the tank for re- 
ceiving diseased and condemned carcasses is also 
equally close at hand. On rafters and in nooks and 
corners dirt and mcissure accumulate and can never 
be properly disinfected. In these dark. places the 
meat falls on the floor and comes in tontact with the 
dirt from the boots of the workers and the bacilli 
from the sputum of a population among whom -pul- 
monary tuberculosis is more prevalent than among 
any other section of the inhabitants of Chicago.

the Government of the United States itself had to 
interfere. Inspectors were appointed by the central 
authorities at Washington to examine the carcasses 
of pigs killed at Chicago, and they are not now ex- 
ported to Germany, Austria, France or Denmark, un- 
less accompanied by a certificate issued, not by any 
local authority, but by the United States itself. 
Formerly 3 per cent of the pigs killed at Chicago 
were found to be infected by trichinae. Now that 
at leest some of these carcasses are microscopically 
examined the average number of cases has fallen to 
11-2 per cent. 

“The appalling fact is that only the pigs supply- 
ing meat to be exported to the nations ment.oned 
above are microscopically examined. The meat ‘which 


is exported to Great Britain is not so examined, 


neither is that which is consumed within the United 
States. Thus when we buy Ameriean bacon in this 
country we know that an average of 11-2 per cent 
of it is contaminated with trichinae. 

“At Chicago,” says ‘the Lancet, “there should be a 
proper bacteriological laboratory with ample window 
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useful work which the veterinary surgeons perform 
and the scientific training which they have received 
they surely stand immeasurably above mere spec- 
ulators in hog flesh. But I could not but feel scan- 
dalized and humiliated when 1 saw the foul and 
abominable premises in which the representatives of 
science, the representatives of the majesty of the 
law, the representatives of the United States, con- 
descended to work daily in the accomplishment of 
their mission.” . 

“Slaughtering, it need hardly be said, should be 
done on the ground, but the ground should be 
rendered water- -tight by a special non- slippery, con- 
vex and elaborately drained paving,” says the Lan- 
cet. “The surrounding structure should be. built 
exclysively of iron, glass or enameled brick. . Of 
course, there should be no upper floor and there 


should be ventilation above and on both sides. That. 


is how slaughter houses in the technical sense of 
the term are built.” . : 

“The dirtiest work,” says the Lancet, “is now 
done in the closest, the darkest and the dirtiest 
place, instead of being carried on in the open air or 
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under such slight shelter as would not prevent the 
free access of air and sunshine, - It would be quite 
impossible to disinfect such premises. There are 
innumerable rafters, sharp angles, nooks and éorners 
where blood, the splashing offal and the. sputum of 
tuberculosis workers can accumulate for weeks, 
months and years. It does not look as though the 
floors are ever really cleaned, though I am _ told 
they are occasionally scrubbed. It is difficult to 
believe in any genuine cleanliness, for here is the 
evidence of the windows about which there ca 
be no doubt, and they are heavily caked with air. 

“Where are the impermeable walls and _ floors 
and sometimes more than once in 
the course of the day, should be flushed out. with the 
fire hose and so thoroughly scotred that not a spe*k 
of blood, dirt or dust should remain? Where, again, 
are the portable fire and boiler which can be wheeled 
or carried up to any corner of the entire premises 
and where with hose a jet of ‘stéam under pres- 
sure can be thrown into the smallest crack or ¢revy-

In many towns of Europe where there are not near- 
ly as many animals killed as in Chicago, purifying 
machines of this description are-used. Why are 
they unknown at Uhicago! asks the Lancet. As 
Chicago is the greatest slaughter place in. the whole 
world, the greatest possible precautions, it says, 
ouht to be taken there. 

“An official of the Canners” Union,” says the Lan- 
cet commissioners, “assured me that more than two- 
thirds of the members of his ‘union worked by arti- 
ficial light. He had not himself seen. daylight for 
many months, and so far as the enjoyment of sun- 
shine was concerned they might as well be ‘miners 
working in a coal pit. Yet if ever there was an oc- 
cupation requiring plenty of daylight and fresh air 
it is that of cleaning, cutting up, preparing and 
canning animal food. 

“Close at hand are closets and they are in some 
places only a few feet from the food. These closets 
are at times out of order, deficient, defective or even 
entirely devoid of flushing. They are all the more 
Offensive as they are not sufficiently numerous for 
the large staff of workers who have to use them. 
This is especially the case in one of the rooms where 
soup is made for preserving in tins.. In one depart- 
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of the workers hold the food which they nee in 
wholesome abhorrence. At the same time there is 
a great deal of bitterness of feeling and a consequen 1 
tendency to exaggerate. It is surprising how ig- 
norant these people are concerning the special laws b r 
which their industry is. governed, .

OT since Gen. Grant made his famous 
IN trip around the world and returned to 
find a great body of his countrymen 
anxious to nominate him for a third term, has 
any American traveled around the globe and 
reccived such marks of personal consideration 
as those which have been tendered to W.,J: 
Bryan. His trip is even more remarkable than 
that of Gen. Grant. 

Grant was the most distinguished soldier 
of his time and had already served two terms 
in the White House. He was illustrious be- 
fore he left our shores. Bryan, on the other 
hand, is a private citizen who never occupied 
an exalted public office nor carved his way to 
fame upon the battle held. 


Yet tt is a remarkable fact that\this plain 
American citizen secmed to be as well known 
as “The Great Commoner” in all the countries 
he has visited as was Gen, Grant in Jtis day. 
Although Mr. Bryan was traveling in his pri- 
vate capacity merely as a sightseer, official re- 
ceptions and entertainments have been given 
lyin an almost every country he has visited. 
Sovereigns and popular leaders have vied with 
cach other tn efforts to do him honor. 


It ts claimed that these marks of considera- 
tion shown to Mr. Bryan abroad have opened 
the eyes of many of his countrymen who _pre- 
viously had opposed him politically to his real 
importance in the international world today. 
lt any rate i ts admitted that his popularity 
has increased at home during his absence and 


the reception being arranged to welcome him 

in New York will be a notable event.

ROM an American point of view it is claimed 

fb that the most interesting part of Mr. Bryan’s 

trip was his journey through the Philippines. 

His arrival there was regarded with no small trepi- 

dation by tne administration and by the members 

of the Insular Government. ‘The Filipino leaders 
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THE PHL: 


rejected the in.itation he would jave offended the 
ruling powers, and on the other hand if he had ac- 
cepted he would have compromised his independence 
of statement and of judgment. Mr. Bryan replied 
to the invitation in a very adroit letter, declining to 
accept in‘such a way as not to offend anybody. 

On the other hand, the Filipino leaders gave him 
an entertainment in Manila where they hoped he 
might openly espouse their cause, At this ovation 
Mr. Bryan revealed the fact that while he may be 
a silver-tongued orator, he is also a very adroit and 
skillful diplomatist, because he made a speech which 
delighied everybody without saying anvthing of im- 
portance. 

In his trip to the interior the Insular Government 
was anxious to give every facility of travel to Mr. 
Bryan and he accepted at their hands a small mil- 
itary escort and the use of some of the Government 
boats. This becoming a guest of the Insular Gov- 
ernment very much pleased the American officials 
in the islands. At the same time Mr. Bryan was 
cordially welcomed by the sultans and dattos, with 
whom he had long conversations.

Perhaps the most spectacular incidents of his trip 
to the Philippines were his visit to the Sultan of 
Sulu and to Datto Piang. | During this latter visit 
Mr. Bryan was himself made a datto. One hun- 
dred guns were fired in his honor and this salvo of 
artillery was no more remarkable than the guns 
themselves, these being hollow logs of wood bound 
with iron, old bronze cannon captured from the 
Spanish and quaint and curious muzzle loaders. In 
a vinta or native boat, with 40 oarsmen dressed in 
barbaric splendor, the newly made datto, wearing a 
turban on his head and smoking a Filipino cigar, was 
rowed down the river to visit a great native chief- 
tain. :

Mr. Bryan’s visit to the Sultan of Sulu at Maibun 
followed a call on him by the Moro dignitary and 
was the occasion of dancing and feasting. While in 
Manila he met Aguinaldo at a reception and was 
impressed with the deposed leader’s appearance and 
the manner in which he has lived up to his promises 
to the United States since having been allowed to 
return to his own country. 

While American ministers and consuls have been 
courteous in their attentions to him in every coun- 
try he has visited, these courtesies have only differed 
in degree, perhaps, from those that would have been 
shown any notable American citizen who had become 
prominent in public life.’ Mr. Bryan’s position was 
thoroughly understood by the American representa- 
tives abroad and their attentions were indications of 
high personal regard—pleasing and noticeable inci-

His host lived in the country and a reception was ar- 
ranged for him by the little country school near by. 
Mr. Bryan and young Yamashita “passed in review” 
between two lines of the children, who held alter- 
nately American and Japanese flags. 

In China Mr. Bryan seems to have attracted as lit- 
tle official recognition and attention as anywhere 
on his trip. But while the people were busy Jetting 
him alone Mr. Bryan was just as busy studying 
them. Everywhere he noted the fact. that the China- 
man was the’ banker, the money lender of the some- 
what improvident Orientai peoples. ‘The crowded 
condition of the cities, the lack of civic pride, the 
narrow streets thronged with people and vehicles, 
the hanging signs, all these indications of the selfish- 
ness of the individual and.the lack. of provision for 
the community received consideration from -him. 
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dents of the trip, of course, but not remarkable and 
extraordinary like the attentions showered on him 
by foreign governments. These have had all sthe 
appearance of official acts, as though they were be- 
ing shown Mr. Bryan as the representative of the 
whole American people ; and in that friendly sense, 
but. without ostentation, Mr. Bryan seems to have 
received them. 

An elaborate entertainment was prepared for Mr. 
Bryan by members of the imperial family of Japan. 
The occasion was as magnificent and pleasing as the 
‘unrestricted hospitality of Japan could make pos- 
sible. It took place in Tokio and was such a fete 
as is ordinarily tendered only to visiting royalty or 
dignitaries from foreign governments. 

He was later received by the Mikado at the palace 
and granted an interview. At the reception to Ad- 
miral Togo Mr. Bryan was given a prominent place 
while the ceremonies were in progress. 
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The great walls of China and the walled cities were 
most appreciated by Mr. Bryan and he delved into 
their present condition, their history and their bear- 
ing on the national existence. 

Also, he discovered what he has proclaimed as an 
entirely new fact of Chinese and world history. 
At Nanking M¥. Bryan heard, to his astonishment, 
that the city had sustained a siege of 13 years— 
two years longer than the famed siege of Troy. 
Straightway he became the modern Homer of this 
ancient people and is spreading this new fact of his- 
tory abroad wherever he goes. 

In India, Mr. Bryan found the condition of the 


people a source of absorbing interest. He pronounced

Into Lime and Used in the Coristruction of Your 
Home—Giant Shoulder Blades, 


Are Now Being Turned 


Jaw Bones, 


Vertebra and Teeth Being Ground Up at Kimms- 


wick, Near St. Louis. 


{THIN twenty-five miles of St. Louis 
Kimmewick workmen are now shoveling 
portions of the skeletons of the prehis- 

toric mastodon of probably ten ,;thousand years ago 
into the furnaces of large lime-burning plant. 
The product of the plant, lime for use in building 
and the arts, is shipped to St. Louis, and in fact, to 
all parts of the United States, 

Thus the bones of the monsters that roamed over 
Jefferson County, Mo., hundreds of decades before 
Columbus discovered America, which have been ,but 
objects of curiosity and subjeets of scientific study 
heretofore, have come into practical every-day uae. 
Qne’s new home may be cemented and plastered with 
the bone dust of animals, a speqgimen of whieh in 
the skeleton once brought a price of more than 

Reduction of the bones of the mastodon skeletons 
unearthed at this place is not made the basis of the 
lime industry carried on; use of the bones is only 
incidental. acrording to nape. P. Lynch, who is in 


charge of the plant. The time-making plant was es- 
tablished at the bone-heap location hecause the roek 
quarried from the bills is desirable and highly pro- 
ductive of the quality of lime sought, 

Whether the presence of great quantities of mas- 
todon bones in the rock which is thrown inte the 
furnaces adds peculiar value to the product, the 
owners of the lime establishment are unable to state. 
The only explanation of the plant being at this point 
and of the use of the bones in the production of 
lime, is that the bones of the mammoth anima) which 
used to roam over that part of the country in: vast 
herds just happened to be at the partioular spot 
where the lime manufacturing industry could be 
profitably engaged in. 

The owners of the industry did not take the cn- 
riosities into eonsideration one way or another, 
Science could gain but little from the bones, because 
a mastodon skeleton is not an object of as much in- 
terest as formerly, when the announcement of a find 








such research assembled, 

The deposit of limestone and the supply of mas- 
todon bones at the location of the lime reducing 
plant, are said by Supt. Lynch to be almost inex- 
Laustible. The superintendent also says that quan- 
tities of other curious animal bones are found; but 
tcientifie research has seemingly cleared the mystery 
of the prehistoric animals that lived and died and 
produced these bones so far as to establish the fact 
that salt springs at the base of the hills brought 
about the vast deposit., 

The bones found at this location, it has beer 
definitely established, are prehistorie and not fossil. 
The great quantity of the bones are found in the soil 
which ia removed in the first process of preparing 
the rock for reduction; the skeletons are not in- 
corporated to any great extent in the rock forma- 
tion. 

The most satisfactory and most nearly 
scientifie solution of the presence of the prehistorie 
bone deposita is that, in the many thousands of 
years ago, mastodon herds went regularly to the 
salt licks and springs to drink and lick salt, and 
afterwards retired ta the green hills above to lie 
down and rest. -~ 

The bone remains of the mastodon are s0 sell 
fully amassed at this point as to cause a belief that 
the mastodon in particular was much giyen to the 
herd or family habit—thus family grazing plots of 
vast acreage, family drinking spots and the salt 
licks where vast assemblages often gathered. Nat- 
urally, in case of an. epidemic of disease, the salt 
lick and the resting place on the hill became a great 
rendezvous where the mastodons went to lie down 
and die; and following them came members and 
herds to lament—if they lamented-—in loud trumpet. 
ings or whatever other kind of noise or demonstra- 
tion they were capable of making. 

The animals died on the top or slope of the hills, 
which were not very steep, and in course of time, by 
the natural action of gravity and water fall and con- 
stant filling or wearing away of the earth, their rot- 
ted carcasses fell away in portions. ‘These separate 
parts were washed down the hits over an extended

Occasionally something like a partly complete 
skeleton is found near the location of the salt, lieks, 
This indicates that many of the older animals, when 
they became unable to climb the hills to the resting 
spot, stayed below near the springs, where they diel. 

Many years ago ©, W. Beehler of St, Louis coal- 
lected a large number of the bones at the Kimms- 
wick deposit and made an attempt to establish » 
museum, A portion of the bones colléected by him 
are still to be seen in the wreck of a little frame 
shanty near the lime mill. This shanty was once @ 
storehouse for explosives used in quarrying, but an 
unusually heavv blast partially destroyed it. Since 
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then the workmen have placed many interestiry 
specimens in the old shed, whieh they have patehed 
to afford some sort of shelter. 

However, the home of many specimen bones of 
the prehistoric monster is sinking rapidly into de- 
eay. Local interest in the bones has ceased. An in- 
dividual steeped in the lore of such remains wou'd 
find the little “museum” store but a tangle of masto- 
don teeth, jaw-bones, vertebra and shoulder benes 
intermixed with shells of peculiar formation.

Science objects, 
says there are no petrifactions or fossil’ remains 
‘there, and discounts the claims sometimes made of 
mastodon bones being found in the solid roek. But 
science does show that the mastodon bones in the 
earth blown from the hillcame there quite naturally. 

Just as the remains of countless numbers of mas- 
todons in the Kimmswick bone-heaps are of little 
interest to the workingmen at the kilns and the 
natives of the section, the commercial value of the 
bones has lessened. The first alleged intact .skele- 
ton of a mastodon was built of the bones of an ani- 
mal dug up on the Gasconade River, in Missouri, 
and other bones needed to complete the whole taken 
from the Kimmawick deposit. It is said that a sone 
of $25,000 was paid for this skeleton. The valuable 
combination of bones, wired into a complete curics- 
ity, was set up in the London Museum. 

The Kimmswick bone deposits are similar io thase 
found in the Big Bone Lake district of Kentucky. 
Investigations there show that the huge animals 
went to drink and lick salt and at some time be- 
came mired. They died in time or were drowned in 
a flood and earth was washed over them, after 
which other earth deposits accumulated. 

Bones taken from deposits in earth like those of 
Kimmswick and the Big Bone Lake district in Ken- 
tucky disintegrate rapidly when exposed to the air, 
whieh lessens even more their little value. The great 
tusks, however, and the strong teeth are heavily 
coated with enamel, and can be preserved indefinite- 
ly.

How the Women’s Clubs and School’ 


Children Have Co-Operated for Civic 
Improvement—Cash Prizes for the 
Prettiest Back Yard and Free Seeds 
for Flower Beds—Some Communities 
That Are Most Active in the Work 


HILE “the town beautiful” is not alone a 
Missouri institution, the movement has 
perhaps advanced further in this State 

than in any other, There are twe causes for this: 
One is the club women of the State, the ether the 
school children. Co-operating effectively with these 
are mayors an@—semetimes—city councils ef the 
towns, and civie improvement societies. 

Last but not least are the peaple. The people as 
a whole have responded readily te the campaign of 
education carried on by the women and children. 
They have not been lacking In the desire to heau- 
tify their surroundings; it was only a question of 
“how So when the club women resolved them- 


back yards and Inwns could be, made artistically and 
regularly beautiful the pe.vle have responded. 
There are in Missouri 126 women’s clube affiliated 
with the National Federation with a membership 
of 4000. In addition te these are many clubs of 
a local or state-wide character, All of these clubs 
whether they are federated or not, whether their 
- purpose is literary, musical or “general improve-

Prominent among the clubs that have taken an 
. 


active interest in the civic beautification movement 
ia one at Trenton, a town of 7000 population in the 
north part of the state, which has recently peti- 
tioned the mayor to issue a proclamation setting 
aside an official “cleaning up day.” The mayor was 
to ask the citizens to devote a few hours to the 
cleaning of their yards, -allevs and streets and 
to destroying or having removed all the rubbish and 
paper that might thus be uncovered. 

In addition to this appeal to town pride, the 
Trenton ladies have a series of cash prizes which 
they offer to children in the wa rds ef the town for 
the best gardens and most beautiful yards and 
lawns, Seeds are furnished to all children who en- 
ter these contests and a system employed which 
arouses their pride and competitive spirit. 

A decided impulse was given the “town heautiful” 
movement a year ago in a number of Missouri towns, 
and although it originated from what might be 
termed a selfish motive, the result has been bene- 
ficial to the towns involved. Two, -new normal 
schoo} districts had been established. Une Was in 
the Southeastern part of the State, the other in 
the Northwestern part. There already were three 
such districts, with schools established. 

The new schools were to be built at the town of- 
fering two principal inducements: 1, A substant‘al 
eash and land bonus. 2. The most healthful and at- 
tractive location and conditions, At once a strugg'e 
began between half a dozen or more towns in each 
of the proposed district’. The wealthier ones had 
the advantage 80 far as the bonus was concerne l, 
but the competition for beauty and cleanliness ed- 


mitted an oren field with few favors, A legislative 
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committee was to visit all competing towns and de- 
cide upon the one that merited the rew school, 
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Weeks before the visit of the committee the towns 
began te “put on airs.” Rumors of 
movements spread from one town to another and 
the spirit ef all was increased. Wirt the week for 
the visit af the committee had 
become, not next to godliness, hut next to a mania. 

In the Seutheast Springfield, Webb City, Lebanon, 
Arcadia and a number of smaller towns were in the 
contest. In the Northwest Maryville, Stanherry, 
Savannah, Tarkio, Rock Port and other places 
waged the war against dirt. Further than that, 
the tewns which already hed normal schools, know- 
ing that the locating committee might visit them 
for inspiration concerning the selection of the two 
sites for the new schools, began to clean up, and 
even Columbia, the State U niversity town, put on 
its dust cap and grabbed a broom, Many of these 
towns, in addition to mowing their lawns carefully, 
trimming their trees and cleaning up their alleys 
and back yards, actually swept the streets with 
brooms. 

Only one of these cleanly and virtuous towns 
in each distriet could be rewarded by being selected. 
However, like th® boy in the, school book who 
stopped swearing one day for the love of a dollar 
and the rest of his life for a higher purpose, the 
start was beneficial. Many of the towns which 
beeame so industrious then saw the good effect 
of the campaign against dirt and have kept it up
